MP claims it is ‘only wav’ to break link 
between alcohol and glamour of sport 




RADICAL IDEA: Dr Howard Stoate has called

THE boss of a major Kent brewery 
says grassroots sports clubs in 
the county would be seriously 
damaged if a call for a ban on 
alcohol advertising is heeded. 

Jonathan Neame, chief executive of 
Faversham-based Shepherd Neame, was 
speaking after a Kent MP called for the adver¬ 
tising restrictions. 

Dr Howard Stoate, Labour member for 
Dartford - and a GP - made the demand in 
an article for a Labour think-tank. 

But Mr Neame said: “There is a series of gov¬ 
ernment reviews going on about alcohol 
at the moment. One of them is called the Price 
Promotions Review. We understand the publi¬ 
cation date for that is in September, so my 
immediate reaction is putting the cart before 
the horse.” 

John Paton, who runs the world-famous 
Lashings cricket team from a restaurant in 


Maidstone, said they needed to keep their spon¬ 
sorship deal with champagne maker Mumm. 

He said: “If they left it would leave a big 
hole in our finances. It would also reduce our 
ability to take international cricketers to 
schools, colleges and clubs, which I think 
encourages fitness and exercise - which is 
what the Government wants. 

“Calling for a ban of alcohol advertising is 
a nice easy one to jump on, but it needs to be 
thought through. 

“If it prevents us helping kids into sport it 
is defeating the object of the exercise.” 

Cash 

And Dave Whitehead, chairman of Thanet 
Wanderers rugby club, said they rely heavily 
on backing from Thorley Taverns. 

“It would affect us badly if the company was 
forced to leave us,” he said. “We need them for 
financial help in running the club for the 
whole year. We get a lump sum of cash, and 
help running the club bar. I would hate to see 
them forced out of the game.” 

Writing in the latest edition of the Fabian 
Review, Dr Stoate, who is a member of the

influential Commons’ health select committee, 
said more needs to be done to separate alcohol 
promotion and sport. 

He said: “We need a more radical measure 
that will prevent alcohol companies from asso¬ 
ciating themselves with the excitement and 
glamour of professional sport and using it to 
boost their sales among the young in particu¬ 
lar,” he said. 

“A complete ban on alcohol advertising or 
sponsorship within sport is the only way of 
achieving this.” 

He added there are “dozens of references to 
alcohol” during televised football matches. 

“Carlsberg, who sponsor Liverpool, have 
become the most popular drinks brand in the 
country. Their Merseyside neighbours Everton 
are sponsored by Chang Beer. 

“Carling not only sponsors the Carling Cup, 
but Rangers too. You see drinks firms’ logos 
on team shirts, drinks adverts on hoardings

Health and safety stops 
police taking any action

RESIDENTS of a Kent village 
have been told by police that offi¬ 
cers cannot break up illegal raves 
at night for health and safety rea¬ 
sons. 

Three late-night parties have taken place 
in woods near Shoreham in recent mon¬ 
ths, but the parish council was told that 
police were unable to break up one that took 
place overnight on March 29-30 until the 
morning. 

Chief Inspector Gill Ellis told a parish coun¬ 
cil meeting: “We will wait until daylight hours 
for reasons of health and safety before mak¬ 
ing interventions.” 

Parish councillor Dick Croydon told Kent 
on Sunday that residents were concerned the 
rave would get “out of hand” and said he was 
“surprised by the attitude of the police”. 

He said: “They said they couldn’t break it 
up because of safety for their own staff and 
they didn’t want to encourage [the ravers] to 
get in their cars and drive off.

“I found it very difficult to accept. I thought 
we had policing there to protect the public. 

“The police need to have better intelligence 
and know when [raves] are going to happen 
and put them off before they start.” 

Many raves are organised over the internet 
or through text messaging. 

The dates and times of raves are often 
advertised in advance, with the partygoers 
only told at the last minute where they will 
be held. 


Superintendent Peter Wedlake said that all 
illegal raves are dealt with “robustly’. 

He said that on this particular occasion 
there was “pressure on resources” as police 
were dealing with serious incidents else¬ 
where. 

He said: “On the evening of March 29 and 
in the early hours of March 30, officers were 
dealing with two serious incidents involving 
deaths in the west Kent area. 

“Once we had been made aware of it, we 
monitored the scene of the rave in Shoreham. 

“Despite the pressure on resources, officers 
negotiated with the rave’s organisers. The 
music was turned down and they left the site 
by the agreed time. 

“Local officers are meeting Cllr Phil Hobson 
next week to discuss his concerns.” 

Michael Fallon, Conservative MP for 
Sevenoaks, said it was a sign the police were 
“too thinly stretched”. 

He said: “I’ve asked successive chief consta¬ 
bles to put more people officers out across 
west Kent. 

“We were promised more but too often an 
incident at one end of the area leaves the 
other end shorthanded. 

“It’s a big area but they ought to be able to 
cover it.”

beside the pitch, drinks commer¬ 
cials at half time, bottles of cham¬ 
pagne for the man of the match. 
The list is endless.” 

Shepherd Neame sponsors the 
Kent County Cricket Club teams, 
with Spitfire backing the one-day 
side and Master Brew for the 
four-day team. It also has its 
name on hoardings at the club 
ground, on the players’ shirts and 
in the programme. But the 
Shepherd Neame logo was 
removed from the children’s 
replica kits as that was deemed 
to be “inappropriate” said a 
spokesman for the brewery. 


Mr Neame said: “My response 
to the call for a ban on advertis¬ 
ing is, show me the evidence. 

“Traditionally, advertising is a 
way of a brand gaining market 
share, and does very little to 
influence consumption. If this 
sort of advertising was stopped, a 
lot of grassroots sports clubs 
would lose their sponsor. 

Rampant 

He added: “What is being 
implied by the calls to ban adver¬ 
tising is that the beer market is 
rampant, which it is not. The 
market is in its fastest rate of 
decline in 40 years. 

“So where is the evidence that 


alcohol advertising drives con¬ 
sumption? Binge drinking is 
caused by other factors.” 

In his article, Dr Stoate pointed 
out that alcohol advertising rules 
say adverts must not link alcohol 
with ‘daring’ or ‘toughness’ or 
suggest it may enhance ‘physical 
performance’ or appeal to the 
under-18s. 

“And yet it seems the regula¬ 
tors and the Government see 
nothing wrong in allowing our 
leading football teams and most 
successful sportsmen - with 
their millions of young fans - to 
be closely associated with alcohol 
products,” he claimed. 

Dr Stoate said young people 


are drinking more than ever. 
Since 1990, the alcohol consump¬ 
tion by 11 to 15-year-olds in 
England has doubled and alcohol 
misuse is also having a growing 
impact on young people’s health, 
the MP said. 

“Teenagers as young as 13 are 
being admitted to hospital for 
alcohol-related treatment. And, 
for the first time, liver specialists 
are now seeing patients in their 
20s and 30s with end-stage alco¬ 
holic liver disease.”

‘Lorry park not the answer to Operation Stack’ 


THE Campaign to Protect Rural England 
has published a report on how congestion 
caused by Operation Stack could be eased. 

The CPRE disagrees with Kent County 
Council’s plan to build a lorry park near the 
M20 at Aldington, as well as two other parks 
at as yet undecided locations. 

The group wants to see alternative methods 


such as the Quick Moveable Barrier scheme 
put into practice and assessed. It has also 
called for “improved transport choices” to be 
made at national and international level. 

Dr Hilary Newport, director of CPRE Kent, 
said: “KCC is an enthusiastic advocate of 
local foods; we would therefore expect more to 
be done to discourage food transport. 


“In the light of the increasing pressures of 
climate change and energy security, there is a 
pressing need to focus our attention on mak¬ 
ing the best use of all our available resources, 
and to foster smarter growth which respects 
our environmental limits, rather than accom¬ 
modating - and indeed encouraging - the spi¬ 
ralling growth of road freight.” 
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Internet TV station 
mis ses hit targets

KENT TV has failed to meet its 
visitor targets in the first eight 
months since its launch, new fig¬ 
ures given to KoS reveal. 

The station, funded by Kent County 
Council, began broadcasting via broadband 
internet under a controversial £1.4 million 
two-year pilot scheme in September. 

As many as 50,000 people a month would 
tune into the new channel, the authority 
claimed ahead of its launch. 

But figures from the media company co¬ 
founded by Bob Geldof, Ten Alps, which is 
operating the channel on behalf of KCC, show 
it is falling short. 

The number of visitors to the site peaked in 
January at 40,000, but dropped to 20,800 in 
March. 

Kent’s Labour group on KCC has been crit¬ 
ical of the channel, which was launched by 
the council’s Conservative administration. 

Cllr Mike Eddy, the group’s leader, said: 
“Viewing figures on average seem to be going 
down, rather than up. 

“The planned investment of £800,000 in the 
first year and £600,000 in subsequent years 
looks like it has been wasted.” 

KCC hoped to recoup £100,000 from the 
station in the first year through advertising 
and sponsorship deals and £260,000 in the 
second year. 

The authority revealed that it had made 
less than £10,000 from the station. 

Cllr Alex King, deputy leader of KCC, said: 
“Kent TV, which has so far received 1.3 mil¬ 
lion page impressions, will become self-

financing through savings as well as income. 

“Our target is to reach £200,000 by March 
2009 and whilst we have so far generated less 
than £10,000 we will, in the next few months,

be reducing our printed publications and this 
figure will therefore increase.” 

Cllr Eddy has previously raised concerns 
that as well as being a misuse of public 
money, the station would be a “propaganda 
machine”. 

He said this week: “The Labour group has 
been increasingly concerned that the protes¬ 
tations of political even-handedness are being 
slowly eroded with certain prospective parlia¬ 
mentary candidates being given preferential 
billing, while the local election coverage has 
been cleverly unbalanced.” 

But John McGhie, editor of Kent TV, said 
the station was “resolutely independent polit¬ 
ically” and followed Ofcom broadcasting 
rules. 

He also denied the station’s coverage of the 
local elections was politically biased. 

A spokeswoman for Ten Alps, said: “Kent 
TV is for everyone who works, lives, visits or 
studies in the county and we hope it reflects 
the diversity of interests of real people. 

“Politicians at all levels want to re-engage 
with the public. 

“Sadly, this level of playground party poli¬ 
tics doesn’t do this cause much good.” 

When asked whether the company was 
pleased with the station’s performance so 
far, she said: “It is pioneering and experimen¬ 
tal. 

“We are very pleased at the content and 
pleased to have got this far in six months.” 


Winery MD is 
big business 

WELL-known local businessman Frazer 
Thompson, who is chairman of Kent 
Institute of Directors, has been crowned 
Chief Executive of the Year at an awards 
ceremony hosted by members of a new 
London stock exchange. 

He snapped up the accolade at the Plus 
Investors Awards 2008 in London’s West 
End. Plus Investors is a quote-driven stock 
exchange for small businesses, trading 
more than 1,000 British companies with a 
combined market capital of £195 billion. 

Mr Thompson is managing director of 
Chapel Down Winery at Small Hythe near 
Tenterden, a fast-growing small business 
and the largest producer of English wines 
in the country. 

Mr Thompson said: “It was a great sur¬ 
prise and honour to win.” 

Legal action taken 
against architects 

KENT County Council is taking legal 
action against the architects of the aban¬ 
doned Turner Contemporary arts centre. 

The original plans for the centre, which 
was to be situated in the sea by Margate 
Pier, were scrapped due to escalating esti¬ 
mated costs, which rose from £7m to £50m. 

KCC is now planning to sue architects 
Snohetta and Spence in a bid to reclaim 
taxpayer money that had been invested in 
the scheme. A new design for the venue, 
which will now be built on land, has been 
approved at an estimated cost of £17.5m. 

On Friday, British architects Spence 
Associates, which joined with Norwegian 
firm Snohetta to produce the original 
designs, said they did not wish to comment.

Crash plane had 
‘blown out’ fuel

AN INQUEST into the deaths of 14 service¬ 
men in a plane crash in Afghanistan has 
heard that a number of fuel pipes were found 
to be corroded on another plane in the fleet. 

One of the servicemen who died when the 
RAF Nimrod crashed in September 2006 
was Flight Sergeant Gary Wayne Andrews, 
48, from Tankerton, near Whitstable. 

Speaking at the inquest in Oxford this 
week, Nimrod engineer Sergeant Andrew 
Whitmore said he first noticed the corrosion 
on couplings used to join fuel pipes on anoth¬ 
er of the aircraft. 

It was not until after the crash that the 
couplings on the Nimrod fleet was inspected. 

Sgt Whitmore said the damage was “quite 
shocking, quite bad”. He said protective 
sealant had also peeled back from the cou¬ 
plings and metal was flaking away. 

Sgt Mark Wallington, a ground engineer 
who supervised maintenance work to the 
fleet in Afghanistan, told the inquest he had 
not been told of previous fuel leaks from the 
Nimrods. The plane that crashed had “blown 
out” fuel twice before, the court heard. 

Sgt Wallington said: “I think I should have 
been made aware.” 

Also this week, family members of the 
crewmen killed in the crash were allowed to 
listen to a tape of their final moments. 

The courtroom was cleared so that the 
cockpit recording could be heard in private. 

The inquest is ongoing and is expected to 
last for several weeks. 
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Faulty X-ray machine 
may help aliens invade

A HI-TECH X-ray scanner used 
to search lorries for illegal immi¬ 
grants at Dover is being plagued 
with breakdowns and has been 
switched off for up to a week at a 
time. 

The £2 million scanner is also “rested” at 
night to reduce the number of breakdowns, 
UK Border Agency sources claim. 

The Government unveiled five new scan¬ 
ners costing £9 million in 2001 as part of a 
range of hi-tech tools used to find people 
trying to get into Britain illegally. The 
devices were placed in Dover and at the 
Eurotunnel terminal at Coquelles. 

The Immigration Service Union con¬ 
firmed the Dover machine was unreliable, 
causing frustration for officers who also use 
carbon dioxide detectors and thermal-imag¬ 
ing devices to find stowaways. 

Officers are also angry at proposals to 
scrap their 30 euros a day allowance for 
working in France, a move that affects 
about 1,200 employees. 

They receive the allowance while on 
attachment in Calais where they are 
required to stay overnight in hotels. 

‘Rock bottom’ 

One source described morale as being “at 
rock bottom”. The union said the 
allowances cutback was being considered 
after the creation of the UK Border Agency. 

The 25,000-strong agency brings together 
the work of the Border and Immigration 
Agency, UK Visas and Customs, with the 
aim of protecting against illegal immigra¬ 
tion, organised crime and terrorism. 

Dover staff said the scanner had suffered 
repeated problems and was out of action for 
a week in April and for several days in 
March. 

The mobile X-ray machine is passed 
along the length of a lorry and creates a 
detailed image of its contents, removing the 
need for a search with sniffer dogs. 

The scanner at Dover has become the last 
line of defence after French authorities 
blocked their use in January, claiming they 
could breach EU health and safety laws. 

British border guards in Calais were 
banned from using X-ray machines to 
search for stowaways in lorries - unless 
they asked for the illegal immigrants’ writ¬ 
ten permission first. 

Although the French refuse to allow lor¬

ries to be X-rayed for stowaways, they do 
allow British customs staff to scan for 
drugs or explosives. 

But France is insisting that a megaphone 
warning is played before lorries are 
scanned with X-rays, to alert any stow¬ 
aways who may be hiding inside, said John 
Tincey, chairman of the 4,000-strong 
Immigration Service Union. 

The scanners - which have helped cut the 
number of illegal immigrants arriving in 
Dover by 88 per cent - emit less radiation 
than a hospital X-ray and are used else¬ 
where in Europe. 

Mr Tincey said: “The machine at Dover 
does break down and staff say it is unreli¬ 
able. At Coquelles there’s a Customs X-ray 
machine, but the French insist they play a 
recorded announcement, saying ‘Please get 
out as we are about to scan it’. 

“There’s also a scanner used by the 
French to look for explosives at Coquelles, 
but again they are not allowed to use it to 
look for people. It would show up anyone 
hiding inside, but it’s not in use all the time. 

“There seems to be an instruction that 
you can’t use X-ray machines to look for 
people, but you can use them if you are 
looking for something else and first issue a 
warning to anyone who may be hiding. 

“I am told that Customs have never had 
anyone climbing out after playing the 
announcement, but have subsequently 
found people inside the lorry. 

“Having a scanner at Dover does little for 
immigration control because those people 
are already in the UK and will claim asy¬ 
lum, which is why we have nearly all of our 
staff and equipment in Calais. 

“The only reason for having the scanner 
in Dover is for collecting fines from lorry 
drivers. But the fines system isn’t really 
effective because the courts haven’t taken 


to it very kindly. A lot of this is being done to 
create the impression that there is a super 
effective control to discourage illegal immi¬ 
grants and make the public think something 
is being done. But it’s working much better on 
the public than the immigrants.” 

Thousands of illegal immigrants come to 
Britain via France every year. At Calais, up to 
1,000 gather every night, attracted by the 
short crossing and by free food and shelter. 

Although the notorious Sangatte camp was 


shut down five years ago, plans are being 
drawn up to open a similar facility. 

The immigrants’ favoured way of crossing 
the Channel is to break in to waiting lorries. 
To combat this, the French allowed the British 
to set up immigration controls in Calais. 

Along with thermal imaging devices and 
carbon dioxide detectors, British officers have 
been using gamma-ray scanners. 

They have proved so effective that the num¬ 
ber of illegal immigrants caught in Dover fell 
by 88 per cent to 1,500 in 2006. 

Any reduction in checks at Calais and at 
Dover could see the numbers soar again. 

A Border Agency spokesman said: “We do 
not comment on specific operational matters. 
Our approach is based on a combination of 
skilled officers plus technology.” 

But Geoff Dossetter, of the Freight 
Transport Association, said switching off the 
machine would lead to even more haulage 
firms being fined for unwittingly carrying 
stowaways. 

He said: ‘We need all the help we can get 
from the authorities to fight the problem of 
illegal immigrants in France. But we keep get¬ 
ting this attitude that the transport industry 
and drivers are to blame. Drivers are the inno¬ 
cent victims of stowaways or the criminal 
gangs that help them.” 
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Poll finds Labour support 
for Brown ebbing away 


A POLL for The Times newspaper says more 
than half of Labour supporters want Gordon 
Brown to go - and go now. 

The Populus survey shows a dramatic col¬ 
lapse of confidence in the Prime Minister 
since last Thursday’s disastrous local elec¬ 
tions, according to the Rupert Murdoch- 
owned paper, which has usually been sup¬ 
portive of Labour. 

It found that 55 per cent of Labour voters 
think Mr Brown should stand down as they 
believe the party would stand a greater 
chance of winning the next general election 
with a “younger, fresher, more charismatic 
alternative”. 


Labour MPs in marginal constituencies are 
said to be growing increasingly uneasy with 
the prospect of losing their seats. 

Derek Wyatt, the Labour MP for 
Sittingboume and Sheppey, said the recent 
local elections represented the “John Major 
moment” for Mr Brown. 

Mr Wyatt added: “Gordon has committed 
spectacular own goals and the public is pun¬ 
ishing him for it.” 

Foreign Secretary David Miliband report¬ 
edly organised a summit last weekend at 
Chevening, his Kent official residence, to dis¬ 
cuss the fallout from the elections and the 
future of the party.

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Drug appeal success is Nice

THOUSANDS of people in 
Kent suffering from the 
early stages of Alzheimer’s 
disease have had their 
hopes of treatment raised 
after a Court of Appeal rul¬ 
ing against the NHS drugs 
watchdog. 

The pharmaceutical industry has 
been locked in a three-year battle 
with the National Institute for 
Clinical Excellence (Nice) over its 
2005 ruling to limit the use of drugs, 
such as Aricept, to patients with 
advanced, ‘moderate’ stages of the 
disease. 

Patient groups, clinicians and drug 
companies were furious over the con¬ 
tentious decision. 

Around 24,000 people in Kent, 
including Bromley, Bexley and 
Medway, have Alzheimer’s and one in 
three elderly people will die with 
dementia. 

Appeal judges ruled that Nice had 
failed to act with transparency over 
the way it made its decision to refuse 
treatment for people with early 
stages of the disease, saying last 
week that it was “procedurally 
unfair”. 

Dr Satvir Singh, a consultant psy¬ 
chiatrist working in east Kent, wel¬ 
comed the news that the drug manu¬ 
facturers could now be able to chal¬ 
lenge Nice’s findings on the cost 
effectiveness of the £2.50-a-day 
treatment. 

However, he remained angry that 
the watchdog could, for now, continue 
to only recommend the treatment for 


people with moderate dementia. 

“Most clinicians would agree that 
you have to prescribe as early or as 
soon as possible,” he said. 

“I wish somebody would look, not 
only at the patient, but at the carers 
and the amazing results for them. 

“They see these drugs as a lifeline. 
Waiting for patients to enter moder¬ 
ate dementia you have more or less 
destroyed the heart and soul of the 
carers already by then.” 

In 2001 Nice recommended the 
drugs should be prescribed as stan¬ 
dard treatment for all stages of 
Alzheimer’s. It only backtracked on 
the original findings four years later. 

Dr Singh said: “My practice has not 
changed. Ethically, I do not agree and 
I have continued to prescribe these 
cognitive enhancing drugs for early 
dementia where clinically relevant, 
irrespective of Nice’s ruling.” 

Challenge 

The Alzheimer’s Society has been 
challenging Nice’s ruling, along with 
the main claimant, Aricept’s 
Japanese manufacturers Eisai. 

Eisai promotes the drug in the UK 
with Pfizer, which has its European 
headquarters in Sandwich. 

Neil Hunt, chief executive of the 
Alzheimer’s Society, said: “The deci¬ 
sion is a damning indictment of the 
flawed process used by Nice to deny 
people with Alzheimer’s disease 
access to drug treatments. 

“Time and quality of life has been 
snatched from thousands of vulnera¬ 
ble people who learned they have 
this devastating disease this year.” 

Nick Burgin, managing director of 
Eisai, said after the company had 
reviewed the cost-effectiveness calcu¬ 
lations, it would submit any findings 
to Nice. He added: “We hope this will 
restore access to anti-dementia med-

icines for patients at the mild stages 
of Alzheimer’s disease.” 

Nice said the ruling meant it may 
take longer to make decisions over 
guidance on new drugs in the future. 

Andrew Dillon, the watchdog’s 
chief executive, said it would take 
any comments made by Eisai into 
account. But he stressed that Nice 
had not been ordered to change cur¬ 
rent guidance on Alzheimer’s drugs. 

He added: “The drugs continue to 
be recommended only for people with 
moderate Alzheimer’s disease.”

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Diamond deal to 
help Africa’s poor

KENT tycoon Simon Hume- 
Kendall is involved in a major gold 
and diamond deal being thrashed 
out in West Africa. 

He is deep in talks with the vice president 
of Sierra Leone Samuel Sam-Sumana and 
other regional politicians to work out a busi¬ 
ness strategy - in a country that was 
wracked by a rebel war fuelled by diamonds 
in the 1990s. 

For a man whose widely-based commercial 
portfolio includes top local Kent attractions 
such as Bewl Water, The Hop Farm, 
Lamberhurst Vineyard, and, elsewhere, the 
Sport Media Group, it’s an exotic story involv¬ 
ing the SAS and top football players such as 
Ian Wright. 

Mr Hume-Kendall said his links with West 
Africa go back to an early age when he visit¬ 
ed many times with his step-grandfather Sir 
Valiay Bairamian - then Lord Chief Justice 
for Ghana and Nigeria. 

He said: “But it wasn’t until 2006 that I 
started to develop business connections there 
via Ian Wright’s company Wright, Wright, 
Wright Ltd. Through my role as chief execu¬ 
tive of Crystal Palace Football Club, I worked 
with Ian to bring footballers from Sierra 
Leone to the UK.”

Mr Hume-Kendall said UK special forces 
were acting as protectors of the people of 
Sierra Leone resulting in a “blood bond form¬ 
ing between the two.” 

Mr Hume-Kendall added: “Through contact 
with Colonel Tim Collins [former colonel in 
the British Army] who was out in Sierra 
Leone at the time we came to hear about an 
alluvial diamond and gold mine which wasn’t 
being run effectively. 

“I decided, along with special forces soldiers 
and my football friends, to help the Sierra 


Leonean people profit from the mine using 
my extractive industries knowledge. 

‘We’re now working with the vice president 
of Sierra Leone and other politicians from 
West Africa to provide a coherent export 
source for the country’s gold and diamond 
resources, with a view to properly rewarding 
its people for these.” 

He said that through a royal family connec¬ 
tion and the Prince’s Trust, the Hume- 
Kendall Foundation will be offering Sierra 
Leonean people scholarships in gem cutting 
to help their career opportunities. 

We’re also developing a system which will 
help women from Middle Eastern countries 
learn how to cut, polish and design precious 
stones. This will create an entirely new work¬ 
force for these countries, in which women are 
usually thought of as the lower class. With 
these efforts we hope to re-enfranchise 
Middle Eastern women and change the 
course of geology.” 

Sierra Leone is officially the poorest coun¬ 
try in the world; it is ranked lowest on the 
human development index and seventh low¬ 
est on the human poverty index. 

Last year, Kent on Sunday readers donated 
a tonne of books to the people of Kent, a vil¬ 
lage in Sierra Leone. KoS also organised a 
fundraising concert at Canterbury Cathedral 
for the Sierra Leone Blind School Choir.

ENGLISH Heritage claims a 
building that inspired Charles 
Dickens is under threat after a 
housing development sprang up 
next door. 

The agency is urging Medway Council to 
backtrack on its decision to allow four houses 
to be built on land next door to Restoration 
House, in Rochester’s Crow Lane. 

The grand property, which is a Grade I-list- 
ed building, was the basis for Satis House in 
Charles Dickens’ Great Expectations, where 
it was the home of the lovelorn Miss 
Haversham. 

It was also the home of Rod Hull, of Emu 
fame, before he went bankrupt in the 1990s. 

Dr Andy Brown, English Heritage’s region¬ 
al director for the South East, said the own¬ 
ers of the building had not been consulted 
before Medway Council gave planning per¬ 
mission. 

He told KOS Media: “We know Dickens 
spent a lot of time looking for settings for sto¬ 
ries in all parts of north Kent. He borrowed 
the name Satis House from another house 
close to the castle, but this is the place he 
based it on. 

“The garden wall is the wall Pip is looking 
over when he sees Estella. 


“This is a town that bases much of its 
tourist industry on Charles Dickens and yet 
they would give planning permission for this 
next door to a site like this. 

“The whole process was deeply flawed. We 
didn’t know anything about it until this 
January when they started building.” 

Dr Brown said that the land on which the 
new development is being constructed was 
once part of the house’s garden. In recent 
years it has been used as a car park. 

During the construction, builders came 
across a Tudor-era wall, part of which has 
since been knocked down. 

Dr Brown said English Heritage was 
urging the council to order the reinstate¬ 
ment of the wall and the houses, which 
are partly completed, to be demolished. 

He added: “We would welcome construc¬ 
tive talks with all parties to ensure these 
issues are resolved to preserve some of 
the most important buildings in 
Rochester, which have a romantic associa¬ 
tion with fans of Dickens throughout the 
world.” 

A Medway Council spokesman said: 
‘We have discussed the planning issues 
with the owners of the adjacent 
Restoration House, with the developers 
and with English Heritage. 

We are currently considering the state¬ 
ment from English Heritage and taking 
our own legal advice before deciding how 
we can proceed.” 

Mave Helden, a director of developers 


Future Homes, insisted the company had 
done nothing wrong and said it had no inten¬ 
tion of knocking down any more of the Tudor 
wall. 

She said: “Nobody knew the wall was there 
when work started. When they discovered it 
they stopped work on it. 

“Listed or not we would have kept it.” 

She also insisted the company had consult¬ 
ed its lawyers and been reassured that the 
planning consent will not be reversed.

A GIANT horse, a concrete 
house and a tower of cubes 
with a laser beam are on the 
shortlisted for the Angel of 
the South-style monument 
to be built at Ebbsfleet. 

The designs are the work of five 
artists chosen by Eurostar to submit 
plans for the £2 million artwork. 

Organisers hope the final iconic 
sculpture, which could be as tall as 
150ft, will be a southern equivalent of 
Antony Gormley’s Angel of the 
North. It will perch on a hilltop over 
the Ebbsfleet Valley. 

One of the designs, by recent 
Turner Prize winner Mark Wallinger, 
is a giant lifelike thoroughbred race¬ 
horse 33 times bigger than the ani¬ 
mals themselves. 

It would be built using techniques 
designed for the building of ship hulls 
and will stand on Springhead looking 
out over Ebbsfleet Valley and the 
Thames Estuary. 

Mr Wallinger studied the history of 
the relationship between horses and 
man, including the story of Horsa, 
the semi-mythological leader of the 
Anglo-Saxons who landed on the Isle 


of Thanet in the sixth century. 

It is thought this is how the white 
horse became the symbol of Kent. 

Mr Wallinger said: “The horse is the 
work of centuries of continuous col¬ 
laboration between man and nature. 
It is beautiful. And if the scale makes 
it uncanny, perhaps this is because it 
is also something quite plain and 
simple - a horse in a field.” 

KOS Media had asked readers to 
send in their own designs, with a ver¬ 
sion of the white horse submitted by 
Kemsing resident Monty Parkin. 


French conceptual artist Daniel 
Buren is proposing what he calls a 
‘signal’, which is a tower made of five 
stacked cubes containing a vertical 
laser beam that will reach indefinite¬ 
ly into the sky. 

Former Turner Prize winner 
Rachel Whiteread’s design is a “crag¬ 
gy, recycled mountain” on top of 
which would sit a life-size concrete 
cast of a house. 

Sculptor Richard Deacon’s geomet¬ 
rical design would be a painted steel 
latticework outlining a “stack” of 26 
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differently shaped polyhedrons, which he 
describes as a “nest”. 

It is based on a cairn, which is a pile of 
stones that were historically used to mark 
routes and burial sites. 

The 26 “modules” reflect that there are 26 
letters of the alphabet because Mr Deacon 
sees writing as the cornerstone of western 
culture. 

The final design is by British sculptor 
Christopher Le Brun and is a giant con¬ 
crete wing set against a disc. 

It is intended the sculpture will be erect¬ 
ed in time for the 2012 Olympics.

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Dreamland 
memories to 
go on display 

CAMPAIGNERS trying to save Dreamland 
amusement park in Margate after an arson 
attack are to host an exhibition about people’s 
memories of it. 

The amusement park’s Grade Il-listed 
Scenic Railway rollercoaster, the oldest in the 
UK, was badly damaged in a fire last month. 

The Save Dreamland Campaign has teamed 
up with Limbo Arts to put together the exhibi¬ 
tion, which runs from May 31 to June 7 in The 
Substation, Bilton Square, Margate. 

The public are being asked to share their 
memories of the park. 

They are also urged to take part in the con¬ 
struction of the Dream Coaster, a huge wood¬ 
en model of the Scenic Railway made out of 
scrap timber, between May 23-30. 

Paul Hazleton, project manager for Limbo 
Arts, said: “The Scenic Railway and 
Dreamland are synonymous with Margate; 
the coaster is much loved by the community 
and residents and visitors of all ages have 
memories of the park. 

“The recent fire has created a sense of loss in 
the town and galvanised the local community: 
people feel they want to do something but feel 
powerless. The substation once powered 
Dreamland and we hope the Dream Coaster 
will now empower those individuals.” 

Save Dreamland campaign co-ordinator 
Sarah Vickery added: “We want people to delve 
into their sheds or garages for scrap pieces of 
wood and bring them along to turn into our 
own version of the famous ride.” 
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Lord of the Rings director backs statue 
tribute to Battle of Britain hero Sir Keith 


OSCAR-WINNING director Peter Jackson is 
backing a campaign to honour the wartime 
commander seen as the mastermind of the 
Allies’ victory in the Battle of Britain. 

Campaigners want to erect a statue of Sir 
Keith Park, who was responsible for the fight¬ 
er defence of London and the South East dur¬ 
ing the pivotal 1940 conflict, on the fourth 
plinth in Trafalgar Square. 

Terry Smith, a City financier, launched the 
campaign in March, which has since been gain¬ 
ing momentum in the UK, winning support 
from the newly-elected Mayor of London, Boris 


Johnson, as well as veterans. The only tributes 
to the New Zealander, who died in 1975 aged 
82, are a road named after him near Biggin Hill 
Airport and one at Uxbridge, where he was 
based during the Battle of Britain. 

Mr Smith visited New Zealand this week to 
win more support and met 30 members of Sir 
Keith’s family. 

While there, he won backing from 
The Lord of the Rings trilogy director Mr 
Jackson and New Zealand Defence Minister 
Phil Goff, who has written to UK Defence 
Secretary Des Browne in support of a 


permanent memorial to Sir Keith. 

“New Zealand is a great country which pro¬ 
duced a great wartime commander, Sir Keith 
Park, whose efforts were crucial to winning 
the Battle of Britain and defeating Nazi 
tyranny,” said Mr Smith. 

“I will return home invigorated and more 
determined than ever to see this son of New 
Zealand, and defender of the free world, com¬ 
memorated on the fourth plinth, at the heart 
of the city and country he helped save.” 

Mr Smith has pledged to pay the £100,000 
cost of the 18ft bronze statue himself.

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Homes improve but 
more care needed

FOUR homes for vulnera¬ 
ble older people in Kent 
have been slammed as fail¬ 
ing to provide a 'safe serv¬ 
ice’ by the social care 
watchdog. 

However, the county performed 
better than last year when more 
than a third of care homes received 
‘adequate’ and ‘poor’ ratings from 
the Commission for Social Care 
Inspection (CSCI). 

This year, 11 per cent of care 
homes received these bottom two 
ratings, while 66 per cent achieved 
the top two ratings of ‘good’ and 
‘excellent’. There are 701 care 
homes in Kent, of which Kent 
County Council (KCC) runs 16 and 
the rest are in the private sector. 

Nadra Ahmed, the Rochester- 
based chairman of the National 
Care Association, said even one 
home rated ‘poor’ was not good 
enough. I think it is very heartening 
to know providers are recognised for 
the improvements they’ve made. 

“However, we have to accept that 
until we have a service that keeps 
everyone safe, in my eyes, it is not 
celebratory.” 

Mrs Ahmed has been critical of

CSCI in the past and this week she 
questioned why it is taking so long 
for standards in care homes to 
improve. 

“Providers are saying ‘this is not 
good enough’ that average care 
homes are allowed to continue when 
others are investing time and 
money to improve things against all 
the odds,” she added. 

Kevin Parker, chairman of the 
Kent Care Home Association, sug¬ 
gested one reason why some care 
homes continued failing to meet 
CSCI standards. 

‘We do have a slight concern that 


some of the more poorly performing 
homes are hindered by local author¬ 
ity low fee rates, which we have to 
take into account with the view that 
we could be starting to create a two- 
tiered system,” he said. 

Mr Parker said some homes were 
restricted from investing in staff 
training and improving facilities 
because their incomes were limited 
by taking a high proportion of local 
authority clients. 

He said this could be a contributo¬ 
ry factor in homes constantly receiv¬ 
ing ‘adequate’ ratings. 

This is the first time CSCI has 
made the quality star ratings avail¬ 
able to the public via its website. 

Mr Parker and Mrs Ahmed urged 
people to be cautious and not rely on 
star ratings alone when choosing a 
home for their loved one 

A spokesman for KCC said the 
authority welcomed the idea and 
said it was important to help care 
home clients and their families 
make an informed choice. 

In response to Mr Parker’s claims, 
Oliver Mills, KCC’s director of adult 
services, said: “Most people who are 
in homes are not placed by KCC and 
are either self-funding or are placed 
by other local authorities. Where we 
do agree contracts with providers, 
we agree prices in line with the lim¬ 
ited resources available and our 
commitment to getting the best pos¬ 
sible outcomes for people.”

A CONTROVERSIAL piece of art¬ 
work by an anarchic pop star 
depicting Margate beach as a rub¬ 
bish dump has caused outrage in 
the seaside town. 

The piece, which was contributed free by 
Jimmy Cauty, a member of group The KLF, is 
part of the Thanet council-funded Margate 
Rocks visual arts festival. 

It shows the beach strewn with junk, with 
children picking over the debris, while an 
abandoned car sits in the sea. 

Part of the image, on hoardings outside the 
old Matassa’s ice cream parlour, was a sign 
that said “Margate, twinned with Peckham” 
but was tom away not long after it was put up 
on May 1. 

Thule Howard, who runs the Joke Shop in 
nearby Arlington Arcade, said: “It’s insulting. 
If this is part of Margate Rocks then it’s so sad. 
We had flyers for the festival in the shop but 
we’ve thrown them away now. 

“It’s so derogatory towards Margate and 


what does it have to do with art and ecology? I 
thought Margate Rocks was supposed to show 
Thanet in a good light.” 

Labour county councillor Clive Hart was 
furious. He said: “We have three prominent 
and beautiful things on Margate seafront: a 


clean, wide open beach with the softest and 
most beautifiil sand in Europe; our historic 
clock tower; and the beautifully renovated 
Imperial Hotel building. 

The huge mural, depicting our golden mile 
as a mbbish dump, is a shameful insult to all 


three of these iconic landmarks and to the 
decent residents of Margate.” 

Jessica Baum, Margate Rocks organiser, con¬ 
firmed that Mr Cauty made the mural for the fes¬ 
tival. She said: ‘We’ve had a lot of complaints 
because I think a lot of people are missing the 
point about the humour of it. 

“I realise that some people will read it that 
way, but it’s meant to be a bit tongue-in-cheek 
and funny, that’s the way that he works. 

“I realise people in the town are feeling quite 
raw, but we’ve got to be light-hearted about 
things.” 

Ms Baum said she had received a threaten¬ 
ing phone call on the morning the work had 
gone up. 

Jimmy Cauty was a founding member of the 
infamous chart act The KLF, also known as 
The Justified Ancients of Mu Mu and the K 
Foundation. 

KLF stunts have included burning a milli on 
pounds of their earnings on a remote Scottish 
island and dumping a dead sheep at a 1992 
Brit Awards party. 

The KLF’s hits included, What Time is Love, 
Last Train to Transcentral, 3AM Eternal and 
Justified and Ancient.

German trucker gets 14 years 
after £7.5m drugs haul at port 


A LORRY driver was caught trying to smug¬ 
gle amphetamines worth £7.5 million into 
the UK through the Port of Dover. 

German Henryk Centner, 50, was found 
guilty of smuggling and sentenced to 14 years 
in jail at Canterbury Crown Court. 

As well as the huge quantity of ampheta¬ 
mine sulphate, which amounted to 60kg, he 
was also attempting to smuggle in 200kg of 
cannabis, worth an estimated £500,000. 

The drugs were discovered by customs offi¬ 
cers at Dover’s Eastern Docks on November 
4, last year. During a routine search of 


Centner’s lorry officers found the drugs 
stashed in holdalls and boxes among a load of 
trees and shrubs. 

Spokeswoman Bev Morgan said: “HM 
Revenue and Customs, along with the newly- 
formed UK Border Agency, is at the forefront 
of the fight to stop drugs entering the UK. 

‘We aim to protect society from this activi¬ 
ty wherever we detect it, at the borders or 
inland. 

“Anyone with information relating to smug¬ 
gled goods should contact our 24-hour hotline 
number - 0800 595000.”

react 


If you’re a driver, you’ve probably found 
yourself in a situation at least once, where 
you’ve had to react ‘suddenly’ - in which 
case, maybe you’re not allowing yourself 
enough time to react. 

‘Sudden’ changes around you and snap 
driving decisions are often more as a result 
of not anticipating the actions of others, 
rather than changes really coming out of 
the blue. 

You may have experienced a traffic light that 
has ‘suddenly’ turned red causing you to 
brake sharply, or traffic ‘suddenly’ stopping 
in front of you, so you have to brake hard to 
avoid running into the back of another vehicle. 
At some point, you may even experience a 
pedestrian stepping out in front of you, which 
could obviously have tragic consequences 
if you don’t have time to react. 

All of these ‘sudden’ incidents can be 
anticipated and anticipation counts more 




towards avoiding crashes than the speed 
of your reaction does. If you’re approaching 
a green traffic light, you can be sure that it 
will turn red shortly and you don’t need to 
put yourself in the situation where you’re 
wondering if you can make it through. 

Make sure you always leave enough space 
between you and the vehicle in front and 
watch what it, and the vehicle in front of 
that, is doing so you aren’t taken by surprise 
when they ‘suddenly’ stop. 

And don’t be surprised if a pedestrian steps 
out in front of you in urban and residential 
areas - that’s where you would expect to 
find them! The question is, could you stop 
in time if it ‘suddenly’ happened to you?

At Kent Highway Services, we know 
that flooding on the carriageway can 
be a major problem and with the 
increase in rainfall that we’ve seen 
in recent years, it’s vital that we 
tackle this problem in a structured, 
long-term way. 

As part of that, we’re now using 
a database of known flooding 
problems in Kent as a structured 
way to prioritise the investigation, 
maintenance and, where necessary, 
drainage improvements across 
the county. 

Wherever possible, we also need to 
make sure that any improvements 
to the drainage system prevent 
the same problem from re-occurring 
and a recent example of this can be 
seen at The Landway in Bearsted. 
In this case, we worked very 
closely with our partners 
Jacobs and Ringway, who 
make up Kent Highway 
Services. We called upon 
geotechnical engineers from 
Jacobs to investigate the 
problem, engineers from Jacobs 


Professional Services to specify 
the remedial works and the road 
maintenance teams from Ringway 
to construct the works. 

There were many reasons for the 
problem, which resulted in us 
identifying a number of possible 
improvements. However, the main 
problem had been caused by tree 
roots damaging the older style 
pipe joints, which had blocked an 
important overflow pipe. We 
unblocked the pipe and then 
re-aligned it to prevent the same 
problem happening again. 

Local residents, children walking 
to school, people waiting at the 
bus stop and drivers are all 
enjoying the improvements 
and the problem puddle has 
been removed. We’ll still be 
keeping an eye on it though 
to make sure that no further 
improvements are needed.

Huge public response to 
survey on the future of 
air travel from Manston 


A SURVEY on the future of 
Manston airport has had a 
massive response from 
members of the public. 

The questionnaire, which is being 
run in conjunction with KOS 
Media’s www.kentnews.co.uk, has 
been organised by Kent 
International Airport to assess the 
demand for the airport and its possi¬ 
ble expansion. 

The site, which is currently able to 
handle 800,000 passengers a year, is 
already home to one of the UK’s 
longest runways, capable of handling 
all commercial aircraft types. 

Less than a week after its launch 
the survey has already received a 
massive 1,800 responses. 

However, while the majority of 
responses were positive, some KOS 
Media readers were unhappy with 
the prospect of the airport expanding 
its services. 

Nicholas Hillier, from Ramsgate, 
wrote to KOS Media to complain that 
any expansion would “only increase 
noise and air pollution in Thanet”. 

He wrote: “Not only will this blight 
the lives of the people of Thanet, but 
will also dissuade the many visitors 
from returning. 

“The constant drone of planes tak¬ 
ing off and landing is not conducive 
to relaxing holiday, no matter how

beautiful the beaches are.” 

Ken Hanney, also from Ramsgate, 
complained that the survey did not 
give people the chance to indicate if 
they supported expansion or not. 

He wrote: “Aircraft using the air¬ 
port fly directly over the Ramsgate 
town centre often at quite low level. 

“The current volume of air-traffic is 
just about acceptable, but any pro¬ 
posals for a significant increase, such 
as relieving the scheduled air traffic 
loads from Heathrow and Gatwick, 
could only lead to a campaign of 
protests from the residents of 
Ramsgate, because, if allowed, it 
would destroy Ramsgate and consid¬ 
erably reduce the value of properties 
under the flight path.” 

Snapshot 

Matt Clarke, chief executive of 
Kent International Airport, said he 
wished to thank the many people 
who had completed the survey and 
said it showed there was strong 
interest in air travel. 

He said: “The survey will provide 
us with useful evidence of what Kent 
residents feel is important when con¬ 
sidering their choice of airport and a 
snapshot of which routes they cur¬ 


rently fly or may want to use in the 
future. 

“This will help us to best serve the 
county when talking to prospective 
airlines. 

“To those people who have criti¬ 
cised the survey, please note that it 
must be taken in context as a mar¬ 
keting questionnaire. 

“The survey was intended to find 
out more about the travel habits of 
Kent residents, for example where 
they fly to and where they would like 
to fly to.” 

Mr Clarke added: “The time for a 
full public debate on the develop¬ 
ment of the airport will be when we 
have completed our master planning 
exercise, which will outline the long¬ 
term future of Kent International. 

“Then the people of Thanet and rel¬ 
evant public bodies will have a real 
opportunity to comment on the air¬ 
port’s future.” 

The survey is to be evaluated by an 
independent third-party market 
research company.

MP makes trains protest 


A TORY frontbencher has met 
with a railway chief to protest at 
plans to axe trains from two west 
Kent towns to Gatwick Airport.

Flats evacuated 
as fire spreads 

UP to eight people are without homes after 
a fire ravaged a block of flats in Thanet. 

As the blaze spread to the roof at Hawley 
Square around 70 firefighters and 12 fire 
engines were at the scene in the early hours 
of Wednesday. 

The third and fourth floors have been left 
severely damaged, said firefighters. 

Kent Fire and Rescue Service said initial 
reports that people were trapped inside 
proved unfounded and no one was injured. 
The Red Cross was on hand to care for 
those evacuated from six flats. 

Station manager Andrew McPherson, the 
officer in charge, said: “It was well alight 
when the first crew from Margate arrived 
after just a few minutes and it was a diffi¬ 
cult job because the roof had collapsed so it 
wasn’t safe to fight from within.” 

Three engines remained at the scene on 
Wednesday morning and an investigation 
has been launched to discover the cause.

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CHLORINE is the only cleaning 
agent that kills the superbug 
Clostridium difficile but con¬ 
cerns have been raised that it is 
not being used effectively 
enough in hospitals. 

A study by a patients’ 
watchdog, has found that 40 
per cent of cleaning solutions 
used at East Kent Hospitals 
NHS Trust did not contain 
enough chlorine to kill C diff 
spores. 

John Fletcher, of the watch¬ 
dog, said: “My concern is that 
this is happening in hospitals around the 
country. Chlorine is known to kill C diff but 
it is not being used to maximum benefit.” 

Mr Fletcher worked as a plant patholo¬ 
gist and said controlling plant diseases had 
a lot in common with combating human 
infections. He said to be effective at killing 
C diff spores, chlorine has to be used at 
1,000 parts per million (ppm). 

The tablets used by the NHS in hospitals 
across Kent, as recommended under 
Department of Health guidelines, are called 
Chlor Clean and are already made at that 
strength. But if not dissolved properly the 
chlorine the strength can be affected. 

He took 25 samples from cleaners’ buck¬ 
ets at the William Harvey Hospital in 
Ashford, the Kent and Canterbury Hospital 
and the QEQM Hospital in Margate. 

Fifteen had chlorine levels between 900 
and 1,000 ppm, optimum C diff killing 
strength, but seven had levels between 500 
and 750 ppm and two had only 250 ppm. 
One contained no chlorine. 

“I wanted to take more samples but it was 
difficult to because they only use chlorine 
where they have a problem with C diff. 

“It is worrying that some did not have 
enough chlorine to kill the spores. Two of 
the solutions were dirty, which would have 
affected the strength and some had been 
used for too long. There is also a possibility 
the cleaners did not wait for the tablet to 
dissolve properly. 

“I recommended they should not be 
restricting the chlorine to wards where they 
have an infection but also to high risk 
areas,” Mr Fletcher said. 

The trust’s infection control and preven¬ 
tion team accepted that some of the solu¬ 
tions were not as affective at killing the 
superbug as they should be. 

A spokeswoman said: ‘We take this issue 
very seriously and this is evident in our 
extremely low C diff rates. Trust staff work 
hard at resolving this issue and as a result 
are delighted to have one of the lowest c diff 
rates in the country.” 

She said areas that have a potential for C 
diff are cleaned with Chlor clean, including 
toilets and isolation rooms, twice a day. 

Mr Fletcher’s study was part of the public 
patient involvement forum’s final report 
and the samples were taken during March 
this year. All forums have now been abol¬ 
ished and replaced with Local Involvement 
Networks (Links).

THE history of the idyllic sea¬ 
side town of Sandgate is 
entwined with that of nearby 
Shomcliffe Barracks, the sol¬ 
diers that have passed through 
it and the wars they were there 
to prepare for or return from. 

It is now home to the fierce fighters of 
the Royal Gurkha Rifles, many of whom 
have seen recent action in Afghanistan. 

Their dual identity as loyal soldiers and 
noble, hard-working neighbours has seen 
them warmly welcomed by the people of 
Sandgate. 

However, the residents of this pictur¬ 
esque seaside town have not always been 
so proud of the soldiers up the street. 

In the middle of the 19th century, long 
before the arrival of the Gurkhas, 
Sandgate was a very different place. 
Rather than the genteel town it is now, the 
Crimean War brought thousands of

Foreign Legionnaires to the nearby bar¬ 
racks. 

Michael George, the co-author of Coast 
of Conflict: The Story of the South Kent 
Coast, told KOS Media that these soldiers 
were not such good guests. 

He said: “In every garrison town in the 
country in history you have to expect a 
degree of difficulty with the soldiers. 

“There are flashpoints with locals; they 
tend to attract the attention of fair maid¬ 
ens and you get a certain amount of trou¬ 
ble. 

“During the Crimean War, for instance, 
Sandgate was described as full of low beer 
houses where soldiers could indulge their 
beastly tendencies to the full. There were 
lots of brothels and beer houses in the 
1850s. 

“It was the Crimean War that seems to 
have created that particular atmosphere.” 

In his book, Mr George described the 
tensions between the Foreign 
Legionnaires and the locals. 

Unscrupulous traders would take 
advantage of the fact that soldiers were 
poorly fed by overcharging them for food.

THE Second Battalion, the Royal Gurkha Rifles, were 
given the freedom of Sandgate this week. 

The popular troops, based at Shomcliffe Barracks, 
paraded along the High Street and seafront on Monday 
in front of crowds of well-wishers. 

They were then presented with a symbolic scroll by the 
Mayor of Sandgate, Geoffrey Boot. 

An Army spokesman said: “It is a great honour to be 
conferred the freedom of Sandgate, a place where the 
very roots of modem soldiering were planted, and a mark 
of our continuing strong ties with, and place within, the 
local community.” 


Gurkha Rifles 

Sir John Moore, often considered the founder of the 
modem British Army, spent some of his military career at 
Shomcliffe Barracks, where troops trained to fight in the 
Peninsular War against Napoleon. 

Cllr Jan Holben, of Sandgate Town Council, said: “We 
often see the Gurkhas running up or down Military Road, 
or along The Esplanade, in training kit, usually with a 
weighted backpack. They are always polite and wish you 
a good morning or afternoon as they mn past. 

“If you speak to anybody here they will tell you that 
they are extremely proud to be associated with the 
Gurkhas.”

In return, the soldiers would steal from 
them. Sheep would disappear from fields, 
with some Legionnaires reported to have 
secretly roasted them. 

Writing in the 1930s in his book 
Saunters Through Kent, Charles 
Igglesden recalled the relationship 
between the town and the Legionnaires. 

He wrote: “The foreign legion stationed 
at Shomcliffe Camp consisted of the scal¬ 
lywags of the Continent, mainly Germans, 
and intense hatred existed between them 
and the peace-loving people of Sandgate. 

“The feud sometimes resulted in street 
fighting of the old-fashioned short, and the 
legionnaires usually came off second when 
they reeled about the streets in small 
batches.” 

He went on to describe a particular 
pitched battle between “all the young 
bloods of Sandgate” and “furious legion¬ 
naires”. 

The soldiers drove the civilians into the 
side streets, Igglesden wrote: “But the 
lights in the bar of the Military Inn 
attracted them; they had already smelt 
blood and those bottles on the shelf were 
at their mercy. 

“Into the bar they mshed, leapt the 
counter, and in a few minutes not a bottle 
of liquor was left.” 

Of course, he was writing between the 
world wars, so anti-German sentiment 
may have coloured his version of history. 

Nonetheless, it is clear the locals and the 
soldiers of Shomcliffe have not always 
been as friendly neighbours as they are 
today.

A PHOTOGRAPHY exhi¬ 
bition that provides an 
insight into life in Dover 
during the 50s and 60s is 
being held in the coastal 
town’s museum. 

During World War Two, Nazi 
bombs and shells had destroyed or 
damaged two thirds of the hid 
town’ by 1945. 

The architecture and townscape 
changed dramatically over the 
next two decades, as the new stair¬ 
well exhibition at Dover Museum 
shows. 

Mark Frost, the curator, said: 
“The town was levelled after the 
war. The exhibition is set in the 
period when the Dover we know 
today was developed.” 

New building projects were 
begun in the 1950s, including the 
Gateway Flats on the seafront, the

public gardens and the Dover 
Stage Hotel. 

Mr Frost added: “All the new 
architecture was very exciting and 
new and modem. Some has dated 
more than others. 

“One of my favourites was the 
Dover Stage Hotel, which was a 
very iconic 50s design that was 
demolished in the early 90s. 

“It was a strong period for archi¬ 
tecture, the 50s and 60s, there was 
such hope and looking to the future 
and yet today most people look 
back at it with derision.” 

He said at the time people hated 
Victorian-style houses; most 
remaining period homes in Dover 
were destroyed after the war. 

“There was no money left for 


redevelopment. For 10 years all 
these burned out buildings just sat 
there. They started to demolish it 
and then there were huge open 
gaps.” 

The idea of all the new buildings 
was treated with optimism, includ¬ 
ing the Gateway Flats, which to 
this day dominate the town’s land¬ 
scape. 

“The flats won national architec¬ 
ture awards. They must have been 
the best council flats in the world 
with that view. 

“It was very forward thinking to 
put council flats in that position 
rather than sell the land to private 
developers. They decided to build 
them for the people of Dover who 
had been bombed out and living in 
prefab buildings on the outskirts,” 
Mr Frost added. 

Other memorabilia and nostalgic 
images are on show at the museum 
until Wednesday, August 20.

Flood problems? 
Leave it to beaver

BEAVERS could help solve the country’s 
flooding problems, according to a Kent con¬ 
servation charity. 

The Wildwood Trust, based near Canterbury, and other 
conservationists, advised the Government’s 
Environment, Food and Rural Affairs Committee ahead 
of its report on UK flooding, published on Wednesday. 

Peter Smith, the trust’s chief executive, said: “While the 
rainfall we have been witnessing is very high, to blame it 
on global warming is to miss the point, as these rainfall 
patterns are not that uncommon in the UK 

“The real culprit is how rainfall rushes off our land, 
which has seen hundreds of millions of pounds spent in 
creating a system of drains. 

‘With no wetlands, trees or undeveloped flood plains to 
stop this water, it rushes off fields into drainage systems 
nd is tunneled into rivers, where it creates the devastat¬ 
ing problems.” 

He said re-establishing natural wetlands and species 
such as European beaver and wild horses, initiatives cur¬ 
rently run by the trust, would restore nature’s own flood 
defences. 

“This can be achieved for a fraction of the cost that tax¬ 
payers are already incurring, save us billions in the 
future and will create a carbon sink to help neutralise cli¬ 
mate change and give future generations a natural her¬ 
itage to be proud of, Mr Smith said. 

“The Netherlands has already developed systems for 
re-creating wetlands, while at the same time providing 
safety for homes and communities.” 

Beaver dams improve water quality, produce new habi¬ 
tats for fish and help reduce flooding downstream, Mr

Smith said. He added that their skills as foresters and 
engineers create and maintain ponds and wetlands. 

Wetlands are important because they increase biodi¬ 
versity, purify water and prevent large-scale flooding. 

The animals have been reintroduced in other countries, 
including France, Germany and Denmark, without dam¬ 
age to agriculture the charity said. 

In this country, beavers were hunted to extinction in 
the 17th century for their pelts, meat and musk glands, 
which had medical properties.

WHEN children and young people 
have grown up abused and 
neglected by their own family how 
can they learn to trust strangers? 

This is the problem that faces Kent foster 
parents Christine and John, who welcome 
some of the county’s most damaged and 
emotionally scarred children into their home. 

Christine said: “These children have been 
through neglect and abuse. They are quite 
often traumatised and have difficulties living 
in a family environment. 

“I have cared-for children who have been 
left on their own, locked in bedrooms, while 
Mummy has gone out to feed her drug habit. 

“They are scared. How are they going to 
learn to trust people when they have not been 
able to trust their own family? 

“They must think, ‘Are these people who 
they say they are? Will they protect me and 
keep me safe? Can I believe what they are 
telling me?’.” 

The true identity of this remarkable couple 
cannot be revealed, in order to protect the 
children they care for. 

To win the trust of these children, Christine 
said they needed to be constantly reassured 
that they won’t be beaten or left without food, 
through getting them into regular routines 


and setting boundaries. 

She said the children often have no idea 
how to brush their teeth, wash or change 
their clothes because no one has ever shown 
them. The husband and wife are helped by a 
team of child psychiatrists, social workers, 
therapists and anyone else they need advice 
from at monthly meetings about the child in 
care’s development. They care for one child at 
a time through a Kent County Council-run 
scheme called TRP (therapeutic re¬ 
parenting), which allows severely 
traumatised youngsters, aged four to 11, to 
learn how to form bonds with people until

they are ready to move on to a long-term 
foster family or be adopted. 

“They want to feel they are needed and 
wanted,” Christine said. “They test out to see 
how far they can push you to discover your 
‘stickability’. 

“They have usually been through multiple 
placements and moved around, which is one 
of the reasons this scheme was set up.” 

The couple have been fostering for eight 
years and said the last little boy they cared 
for stayed for three years before he was ready 
to trust people and live in a ‘normal’ family 
environment. 

The 59-year-old, who used to work in a 
residential home for damaged children, said: 
“They would think nothing of smashing 
windows, scaring the pants off people, but 
they don’t scare me because there are reasons 
for their behaviour. 

“I believe there is a way of getting through 
to all of them.” 

An eight-year-old boy has been staying with 
the couple since November. He came to them 
with terrible bed-wetting problems, which 
have now cleared up. 

The neglected child, who never knew where 
his next meal was coming from, was part of a 
big family and his mother, who is ill, was 
unable to look after him properly. 

Christine said the change in his personality 
was amazing - he is now taking part in after¬ 
school activities such as Beavers and is 
joining a drama club. 

She added: “We never have two days the 
same - it can be fun and rewarding to see the 
changes in these children. 

“Seeing them move on is brilliant. Of course 
it’s hard to say goodbye, but if we kept them 
it would stop us helping another child.”

PLACING newborn babies and 
their mothers with foster 
families is part of a drive to 
break the cycle of children going 
into care. 

Sue Skinner, who lives in Dover, helps 
new mothers learn how to look after their 
baby, give their child a bath and budget for 
themselves until they are able to live 
independently. 

“Sometimes they can be scared to pick up 
a phone and make an appointment,” she 
said. 

“It is things that, if you had your own 
daughter, you would help them with, such 
as sex education. A lot of them have not had 
a family life or have had a difficult family 
life, so you treat them as family.” 

Ms Skinner said the majority of new 
mothers she helped were young, but that 
they do not come into care simply because of 
their age. 

“The mums and babies come from all

walks of life. It could be that the young mum 
has been in care and got pregnant and has not 
had a mother-figure in her life. 

“It is about introducing her to family life so 
she can begin to bond with baby. 

“I’m on my third mum and baby and I have 
not had a failure yet. Although there are some 
cases where mum cannot cope and just leaves, 
so the baby stays with the foster carer until 
everything is decided,” she said. 

The 53-year-old also fosters babies aged up to 
eight months old. She said: “The last one broke 
my heart. I’d had him since he was six-hours- 
old. Until just before he was eight months, he 
was calling me Mum.” 

If new mothers put their baby up for adoption, 
they go into foster care until the assessments 
are done. 

“It can take months, which is a shame really, 
because they miss out on so much - the baby’s 
first tooth, first step, first word. So I always 
make sure I have a little book to write 
everything down in, so when they’re passed to 


mum they know everything about the baby.” 

Ms Skinner is a single mother and encourages 
other single women to become foster carers. 

She said: “In an ideal world there would be a 
husband and wife who raise their kids equally. 
But it’s not a perfect world and there are not a 
lot of people together any more. 

“When my boy goes to school there are hardly 
any children who have parents living together.” 

Ms Skinner has a 10-year-old boy - a foster 
child she is now in the process of adopting. 

And she celebrated passing an NVQ level 
three last week. She was inspired to study by 
her experiences as a foster carer. She said: “I’m 
dyslexic, so I’m really proud of myself.” 

And after four-and-a-half years as a carer, 
what is the best thing about the role? 

“It’s the satisfaction, knowing they are going 
on to cope in life - knowing they have bonded 
with that baby,” she said.

The English ‘wow’ 
factor is symbolic 

THERE will come a time, 
though many would not : 
like to admit it, when the 


AS internationally acclaimed artists vie to 
create an “Angel of the South” in Kent, one 
design has already made quite an impres¬ 
sion. 

The five artists have all produced inter¬ 
esting proposals for the £2 million Ebbsfleet 
Landmark Project, which will be one of the 
first things Eurostar passengers see when 
they emerge from the Channel Tunnel. 

Richard Deacon’s abstract sculpture is 
made up of steel latticework, creating a del¬ 
icate outline of shapes. It is made to resem¬ 
ble a cairn, a pile of stones historically used 
as a landmark. 

The design is supposed to represent the 
number of letters in the alphabet. 

On the other side of the scale, Mark 
Wallinger’s 33 times fife-size white horse 
seems the obvious choice. 

The current Turner Prize winner’s cre¬ 
ation has its roots in history and is seeped 
specifically in a Kentish past. 

Wallinger’s design reminds us of the ori¬ 
gins of Kent’s Invicta horse symbol. TIorsa’ 
was the name of the semi-mythological 
leader of the Anglo-Saxons who landed 
near Ebbsfleet. 

It seems most apt to mark the creation of 
a new town in Kent with a reminder of a 
major stage in the county’s development. 

The sculpture itself, a faithful rendering 
of a thoroughbred racehorse in all but its 
size, is also modem and fun. 

Some have labelled it kitsch and raised 
concerns that after the initial ‘wow’ factor 
people will get sick of seeing it. But it has 
also been praised for being “rich in English 
symbolism” and “nicely normal”. 

Certainly it would make an impact and a 
discussion point for tourists and locals 
alike.

dominated by America and the 
West, we are witnessing a world¬ 
wide levelling of the playing field. 

It is against this backdrop that 
the big decisions about the UK’s 
role in the world will be decided. 

Competition between huge eco¬ 
nomic blocs - China, India, 
Russia, Brazil, the US and 
Europe - will define the way busi¬ 
ness is done in the decades to 
come. 

Despite the howls of the 
Eurosceptics, there is a strong 
case to be made that unless we 
fight together with Europe we 
will wither alone. 

Like it or lump it, we are in 
Europe and no amount of hand 
wringing over red fines in docu¬ 
ments that may or may not be 
constitutions is going to change 
that.

So, short of a full scale depar¬ 
ture from the European Union - a 
policy no mainstream party 
would even consider advocating - 
the way forward for the UK is to 
find the best way to work within 
Europe. 

One inevitable way of doing this 
is to make trading within the EU 
as straightforward as possible. 

Gordon Brown, in one of his 
wiser moments in charge of the 
Treasury, set out a pragmatic 
approach to the euro question. 

We will join, he said, but only 
when it is right for us. 

Fair enough. There is also no 
doubt that, despite the strength of 
the euro against the pound, this is 
not the time. It’s not even close. 

Mr Brown was very specific in 
what was required for the UK to 
join the euro, creating five tests. 

These included ‘sustainable con¬ 
vergence’ between the UK and 
the eurozone. Put simply, if the 
UK is in recession while Europe is 
booming, the UK’s recovery could 
be hurt by the high interest rates 
on the Continent. 

Other tests ask whether the 
UK’s financial services industry 



will be adversely affected - will 
Frankfurt replace London as the 
money capital of Europe? - and 
how the euro could affect employ¬ 
ment at home. 

On these questions Europhiles 
and Eurosceptics have differing 
views. 

The fact remains that the 
economies in the UK, Europe and 
the wider world are in a state of 
flux. 

At some point down the fine the 
numbers will be more convincing, 
and when that time comes a 
choice will have to be made. 

The sensible choice will be for 
the UK to tie itself to Europe even 
tighter than it has done so far. 

As unpalatable as that may be 
to some it may be the only way we 
will be able to compete with the 
economic powerhouses of the new 
world.

People are afraid to 
approach them for fear of their lives in many 
cases. Are we getting the message? Can’t we 
see that the media reflects life, and we in 
turn (some of us) reflect the media. It is a 
mirror effect and the only way to solve this 
is to remove the mirror. 

This is not moral panic; this is a human 
concern for the future of the species. Parents 
need to act immediately to have these games 
toned down or removed. They are a threat to 
society. In ten years’ time will the whole fam¬ 



ily be prisoners in their own houses? Afraid 
to venture out after dark? 

Clearly, Leslie Benzies is out of whack 
with his Elvis statement. I don’t remember 
the King carrying out anything remotely 
connected to the above game.

estates and gamekeepers are to blame 
for the disappearance of birds of prey to 
the point of total eradication.

We have now learned that in addition to the 
proposed space for 4,000 lorries there is going 
to be a large inspection area, thus making this 
eyesore even worse. It has also been reported 
by KCC that there will be a tarmac area for 
the 500 places intended for daily use and the 
rest of the area for the other 3,500 will be 
grassed. 

Has anyone given any thought at all to what 
a ridiculous idea this is? What would happen 
with all the mud being churned by these huge 
lorries? This would cause dangerous condi¬ 
tions on the site and also on the surrounding 
roads. 

We would like to know what will happen 
when about a year after this lorry park is 
open, it is found that it’s not big enough?

Will Operation Stack still be put into force?

Rebuilding the past

A SERIOUS shortage of skilled 
workers is placing the future of 
Kent’s heritage buildings in dan¬ 
ger, a new report has revealed. 

The National Heritage Training Group 
(NHTG) found that few craftspeople possessed 
the specialist knowledge needed to work on 
pre-1919 buildings across the country. 

The Traditional Building Craft Skills in 
England report was backed by 
ConstructionSkills and English Heritage. 

Peter Lobban, chief executive of 
ConstructionSkills, which is responsible for 
tackling the skills and productivity needs of 
the construction industry, said: “We’ve taken 
some giant steps to ensure that more people 
are taking up these traditional building crafts 
that are so important to preserving the coun¬ 
try’s heritage buildings. 

“But there is more work to do. Many of the 
people undertaking work on pre-1919 build¬ 
ings need ‘upskilling’ to guarantee that tasks 
are completed to the highest possible standard 
so the South East’s iconic and more humble 
buildings are not spoilt. 

“To address this issue we have decided a 
variety of flexible on-site training schemes and 
new heritage qualifications.” 

He said the South East has more than 
75,000 listed buildings and two of England’s 
World Heritage Sites, one of which is 
Canterbury Cathedral. 

The report found that 51 per cent of contrac¬ 
tors in the South East were having problems 
finding workers with traditional skills. 

Plasters and joiners were the hardest trades 
to recruit, it said. 

The NHTG said it will be investing £1 mil¬ 
lion to help reduce the skills gap. 

Mike Moody, the group’s chairman, said: “As 
an employer in this sector, I know too well the

value and importance of retaining a skilled 
workforce. This is essential if we are to main¬ 
tain the highest possible standards of work¬ 
manship, as well as remaining commercially 
successful.” 

NHTG said it planned to make Heritage 
Skills NVQs and Heritage Apprenticeship 
Programmes available in Kent. A training pro¬ 
gramme is already running alongside work 
being carried out at Canterbury Cathedral, 
where a huge restoration project expected to 
cost £50 million is underway.

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VOLKSWAGEN is the first car com¬ 
pany to hit the UK market with a 
whole range of greener cars, though 
they are branded ‘BlueMotiori. 

Colour confusion apart, they do underline 
the German group’s lead in the battle against 
fuel consumption and emissions using tech¬ 
niques also employed by other VW house 
brands, Audi, Skoda and Seat. 

The BlueMotion name was first used on the 
tailgate of a Polo supermini late in September 
2007 - see our Motors TV report at www.cars- 
forkent.co.uk. VW envisaged bringing in less 
than a thousand initially - the figure was 
quickly more than doubled and demand still 
outstrips supply. 

Improved 

However, the proof of the pudding is in new 
BlueMotion versions of VW’s best-seller, the 
Golf hatchback and its smart company car 
contender, the Passat. 

Both cars offer more economical and clean¬ 
er alternatives now without major compro¬ 
mises while we wait for improved technology 
to arrive. 

Even VW would admit that BlueMotion is 
not rocket science and probably could have 
been introduced earlier if the market had been 
open to it, but some car buyers still do not 


understand or recognise something that even 
George Bush has now acknowledged - global 
warming. 

BlueMotion comprises an efficient ‘Pumpe 
Duse’ VW diesel with catalyst and particulate 
filter to slash harmful emissions, high output 
turbocharger, longer’ gearing to lower engine 
speed and improve economy plus simple aero¬ 
dynamic changes to cut drag, with some ver¬ 
sions having their suspension lowered. Harder 
compound tyres with low rolling resistance are 
also part of the mix. 

In the case of the Golf, the measures add 
about £500 to its standard equivalent; a sum 
you will recover quickly in road tax - the 
BlueMotion sneaks into the £35/year band-B - 
and by averaging around 8mpg more. Both 
points make the Golf an even more popular 
company car choice. 

That said the harder tyres compromise the 
ride quality slightly and make the car noisier 
at speed. However, you should not even be 
thinking of a greener car if you detect the 
slight deterioration in the Golf’s normally 
high level of handling. 

In many ways, the Passat is a more impres¬ 
sive effort and a surefire company car winner 
for those needing to clock up serious miles. On 


firing up a BlueMotion estate, I was amazed to 
the on-board computer telling me I had a 
potential range of more than 700 miles avail¬ 
able - and the tank was not even full. 

Admittedly, motorway cruising is not going 
to be best in class with those tyres and an age¬ 
ing engine design, but the economy and feel¬ 
good factor will make it worth while. 

Other BlueMotion editions just added 
include the Golfs Jetta saloon and Golf Plus 
MPV spin-offs - both under-rated models that 
will surely benefit from the tax efficiencies and 
green aura endowed by BlueMotion. 

If you wanted to be cynical, you could say 
that VW is doing just enough to stay onside in 
the greener motoring debate, but it has stated 
that development will not end here. 

The company has already unveiled a Golf 
diesel hybrid concept - Toyota’s Prius partners 
petrol with electric power - and this should 
average around 80mpg and emit just 89g/km 
of C02 compared with 104 for the Toyota. 

A further concept sees a low capacity/high 
output 148bhp 1.4-litre petrol engine fitted to 
a Passat capable of running on petrol or natu¬ 
ral gas and the VW group is also developing a 
fuel cell - the ‘Holy Grail’ of emission-free 
motoring.

Opening salvo of 
a warranty war? 



KIA CEED: Backed for seven years by the car-makers 


FIAT’S decision to offer a five- 
year/unlimited mileage warranty 
might be an act of desperation or 
the opening salvo in Warranty 
Wars’. 

The Bravo is a smart looking, well-priced Ford 
Focus challenger with a good range of engines, 
but it has not stormed the sales charts. 

This is partly due to Fiat’s chequered history 
in the ‘family hatchback’ sector - the Bravo’s 
Stilo predecessor was dull and unreliable - 
and the Italian brand’s patchy overall record 
for reliability and customer satisfaction, as 
shown by bottom place in the 2008 What 
Car?/JD Power survey 

There are signs of change though since the 
same survey shows the Fiat Panda as the 
UK’s most reliable city car and its underpin¬ 
nings have been used for the Fiat 500 - the 
‘in’ car with the young and trendy A five- 
year/unlimited ticket for the Bravo should 
help too, especially with other deals thrown 
in by dealers. 

Affordable 

It may also wake up complacent rivals who 
have ignored bold warranty initiatives by the 
Korean duo, Hyundai and Kia. 

Hyundai has backed its entire range with a 
five-year/unlimited warranty for several years. 
Cynics may say it had to when the product was 
so unappealing, even if the warranty under¬ 
lined reliability. 

However, Hyundai is amidst a radical over¬ 
haul of its line-up and already has a star in 
the SUV (sports utility vehicle) sector, with 
its smart yet affordable Santa Fe. 

Kia has gone one better, by offering seven- 
year/100,000-mile warranties on selected new 
models, including the Focus-class Ceed family 
and post-facelift Sportage SUV, although it 
remains tight-lipped about extending such 
cover to older models. 

Admittedly, both companies needed the

warranties to increase market awareness and 
confidence, slow depreciation on the used 
market and, thereby, attract new buyers to 
build market share. 

But shouldn’t established brands be 
responding with better warranties to demon¬ 
strate confidence in their own product and 
prevent Kia and Hyundai stealing a chunk of 
the market share? 

Fact is, most mainstream manufacturers stick 
to the benchmark three-year/60,000-mile war¬ 


ranty: Alfa Romeo, Audi, Chevrolet, Chrysler 
group, Citroen, Fiat (except the Bravo), Ford, 
Lexus, Mazda, MINI, Nissan, Peugeot, Proton, 
Renault, Saab, Seat, Skoda, Subaru, Suzuki, 
Toyota, Vauxhall, VW and Volvo. 

Thankfully, there are some that back their 
engineering with unlimited mileage on the 
three years: Aston Martin, BMW, Bentley, 
Daihatsu, Jaguar, Land Rover, Mercedes-Benz, 
Mitsubishi and smart, with Honda placing a 
90,000-mile limit on the three years. 


Rolls-Royce goes one better with a four- 
year/unlimited deal, though this looks poor 
against the Kia and Hyundai pitch, especially 
when ‘Rollers’ start at £265,500 - enough to 
buy more than 40 of Hyundai’s new five- 
year/unlimited ilO city cars. 

And shame on Malaysia’s Perodua for its 
miserly two-year/24,000-mile guarantee and 
on Porsche - just two years/unlimited for a 
company priding itself on its engineering 
prowess?

Fiat500 


FIAT’S new 500 model could yet 
become more significant than any 
of its famous predecessors. 

This would be through adding impetus to 
a Fiat comeback powered by car buyers think¬ 
ing “small, economical, environmentally 
friendly... and fun.” 

It is also a neat payback for the Italian 
brand after years of struggling to be seen as 
more than a maker of little cars - with conse¬ 
quently smaller profits. 

Inspiration 

The original two-seat 500 Topolino - just two 
metres long and nick-named after Italy’s 
answer to Mickey Mouse - arrived in 1936 
and, with nips and tucks, soldiered on until 
1955, gaining credit for putting the ordinary 
Italian onto four wheels in the same way as 
the Model T Ford, Austin Seven and VW 
Beetle did on home turf. 

The 500 mantle was then taken over inl957 by 
the 500 Nuova or ‘Bambino’ (see picture), which 
became another ‘Cinquecento’ icon and inspira¬ 
tion for the latest 500, which has taken Europe 
and the UK by storm - also picking up the covet¬ 
ed European Car of the Year award for 2007. 


It is faithful in style to the Nuova inside 
and out, although modern crash protection, 
comfort demands and other technology 
means that the sizing is more Rocky IV than 
original Rocky. 

The interior blends retro inspiration and 
feel-alike materials, but of a much higher 
quality than expected on a car starting at a 
modest £7,900, which is why the new 500 has 
assumed a premium image. 

Fiat dealers confirm that upmarket Sport 
and Lounge versions are commanding most 
interest and buyers are also lavishing their 
cars with expensive custom finishes and 


equipment, capitalizing on image con¬ 
sciousness in the same way as BMW’s 
reborn MINI. 

There are four trim levels in all, three 
engines - 1.2 and 1.4 petrol plus a 1.3 diesel - 
15 interior schemes and 12 exterior colours, 
including six 50s and 60s hues, with the sever¬ 
al shades of white helping the rehabilitation of 
that colour in buyers’ eyes. 

Fact is that, like the MINI, few 500s will be 
identical and that should make the car a win¬ 
ner on the used market too, coupled with 
assurance of good reliability due to shared 
underpinnings from the Fiat Panda five-door 


runabout - the best city car on the UK market 
for reliability according to the latest JD Power 
customer satisfaction survey. 

Inheriting the Panda running gear and chas¬ 
sis is not all good news though; a relatively long 
wheelbase for their sizes cannot stop both cars 
suffering from a slightly unsettled ride, while 
the electric power steering can feel vague. 

However, a test drive in a 1.4 Sport loaned 
by Medway Autos of Rainham, proved a pleas¬ 
ant all-round experience even if blokes are 
unlikely to be the main customers for the 500 
- a hot Abarth 500 version is also in the 
pipeline.

TESTING TIMES: New campaign aimed at raising awareness of changes to bike tests 

Now’s the time 
to take the test 


STEVELOADER 


NEW and more complex testing 
for a full motorcycle licence is 
expected to fuel a rush of people 
keen to pass before the changes 
arrive in October. 

The trade’s Motor Cycle Industry 
Association (MCIA) has launched a ‘Now’s 
the Time’ campaign to raise awareness of 
the test changes, which include theory, 
compulsory basic tests (CBT), full tests and 
direct access tests. 

There are typically around 80,000 powered 
two-wheeler (PTW) test applications with 
more than 50,000 passes annually, but 2007 
saw an increase and the MCIA expects a 
further hike in 2008 as would-be riders 
scramble to beat the new arrangements driv¬ 
en by new EU directives. 

Sterner 

Post-October, as well as facing a sterner test, 
applicants can also expect longer waiting times 
and dearer testing. There will also be fewer test 
centres - down from about 200 to just 60. 

Those who already have a motorcycle CBT 
certificate and people looking to get into biking 
for the first time, are being urged by the MCIA 
not to delay and it has launched a web site to 
provide guidance: www.takeyourtestnow.com. 

The MCIA’s Craig Carey-Clinch said: “PTW 
riders are probably already our best-trained

road users, and the new test elements will 
help riders understand more about the capa¬ 
bilities of their machines, but there is concern 
about the additional expense of training and 
taking tests, and that the number of test cen¬ 
tres around the country is being slashed. 

“The last time major changes to test proce¬ 
dures were brought in back in 1997, we saw a 
huge rise in test applications as people tried to 
beat the deadline. We expect history to repeat 
itself. For these and many other reasons, now’s 
the time to take your bike test.” 

National Motorcycle Week (14-20 July), 
with Ride to Work Day on 16 July, will also 
highlight the campaign and the benefits of 
bikes, especially with the higher cost of living 
and motoring and public transport’s failure to 
bridge the gap. 

Mr Carey-Clinch added: “PTWs are part of 
the solution to road congestion. They take up 
minimal space and journey times can easily 
be up to 60 per cent quicker than in a car. 

“They are not hit with congestion charges 
and are easy or cheap to park. Running costs 
are low and so are C02 emissions. 

“Above all, they are fun to ride and instil a 
sense of freedom that a car and public trans¬ 
port can never offer. There’s never been a bet¬ 
ter time to get on a bike.”

• Take your prospective purchase for a test ride. 

• Finance - despite rising rates, there are still 
cheap deals, so shop around. 

• Interest free credit - good if you can get it, but 
watch for introductory offers where the APR and 
payments soar after the ‘honeymoon’ period. 

• Free insurance - check that any no-claims bonus 
can be transferred after the first free year. 

• Specification - if you pay top price, make sure 


you are getting the latest model. Buying an old 
specification new bike could save as much as 20 
per cent, but it will be worth considerably less 
when you sell. 

• Pre-registration - a ‘pre-reg’ can be a good buy 
but should be brand new with delivery mileage 
only - not an ex-demonstrator that may have 
been ‘thrashed’. 

• Free lessons - nice if you are a beginner but 
check the course credentials. 

• Extras - check that the price you pay includes 
any additional security features, road tax, 
number plates and fuel.

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When the crunch 

eases, county is 
ready to rebound 


KENT may be bucking the 
business trend in the South 
East. 

While it’s gloom and doom in the 
rest of the region there are some real, 
concrete signs that the Garden of 
England can fight it out. 

According to businesspeople in 
firms and organisations strategically 
placed to take an overview, our histor¬ 
ically resilient county is more than 
capable of meeting the challenge. 

The news comes after the Bank of 
England said the worst of the global 
credit squeeze could be over. Even 
allowing for a Pollyanna effect in the 
face of adversity, that’s a “yes!” for 
business. 

Confederation of British Industry 
regional director Malcolm Hyde said: 
“The South East story is of falling 
demand, shrinking output and declin¬ 
ing jobs.” 

However, the CBI’s latest business 
trends survey shows the weak pound 
against the euro helped South East 
manufacturers export more - and 
lead to some positive expectations for 
total new orders over the next three 
months - which is good news for Kent. 

Companies are queuing to invest in 
Kent, tourist numbers are still surg¬ 
ing ahead, and there has been some

strong muscle-flexing in the manufac¬ 
turing and services sectors. 

Paul Wookey, chief executive of 
Locate in Kent, said: “We are continu¬ 
ing to receive a good flow of inquiries 
from companies interested in invest¬ 
ing in the county. 

“There is no indication that any of 
the county’s major commercial devel¬ 
opers are planning to delay projects. 

‘With its cost-effective commercial 
properties, the launch of high-speed 
rail connections to London from next 
year and continued investment in 
infrastructure, Kent will be in a prime 
position when the markets rebound.” 

Mr Wookey underlined the recent 
£7.5 million takeover of Corgi models 
by Margate-based Hornby as showing 
“confidence in the county’s economy”. 

South East chartered accountancy 
group Wilkins Kennedy has estab¬ 
lished a major foothold in Kent - a big 
vote of confidence in the future - by 
merging with Ashford-based Finn- 
Kelcey and Chapman, bringing its 
total number of offices to 13, the only 
other one in Kent being in Orpington. 

Meanwhile, the £2 billion-plus 
London Array, the world’s largest off¬ 


shore wind farm planned for north 
Kent, still looks to be on course. 
Shell’s one-third stake, which it put 
up for grabs, is almost certain to be 
snapped up by one or both of the other 
two partners, German-owned E.ON 
and Danish-owned DONG Energy, or 
another party. 

A further announcement is expected 
later this month about plans for 
Chinese business to come to Manston 
Business Park, which could create 
thousands of jobs. I get the strong 
impression it will be positive news. 

Latest research by Visit Kent shows 
that during 2006 the tourism industry 
accounted for £2.5 billion - a rise of 
more than 13 per cent compared with 
2003. Some £148.5 million was invest¬ 
ed in developments related to 
tourism, and the industry made up 
seven per cent of the county’s work¬ 
force, a rise of 2.2 per cent on 2003. 

Maidstone-based Medway Travel, 
which is celebrating its 15th anniver¬ 
sary, says business is booming. 

Paul Julius, owner and founder, 
said: “Our clients include some 200 
companies located throughout the 
UK, and we have just been selected to 
serve a central London company 
spending some £1 million a year on 
travel - which gave us a timely addi¬ 
tional reason to celebrate.”

Philatelic rarity 
rises to occasion 
for Airbus flight 

FOLKESTONE-BASED philatelic company 
Buckingham Covers has created a new and 
rare A380 commemorative cover featuring the 
first A380 jet passenger flight to London. 

It’s rare because it has been flown on the 
first A380 passenger flight from Sydney to 
Singapore, having been postmarked in 
Australia and again in Singapore on the 
reverse. 

It was then flown again on the jet’s first pas¬ 
senger flight from Singapore to London and 
postmarked in Heathrow on the day of the 
flight. To add to its value, it was given a cachet 
- rubber stamp - on both flights. 

It was a limited edition of just 114 world¬ 
wide. And they should be a good bet for 
increasing in value, if another cover it pro¬ 
duced linked with the A380 last year is any¬ 
thing to go by. 

Buckingham Covers was selected by Airbus 
to create an A380 cover marking its test flight 
to Filton and these were the first ever covers 
flown on the jet. They’ve already doubled in 
value to £29.95 this year. 

The firm is one of the world leaders in first 
day and commemorative covers, with covers 
designed and handmade by the company. It 
has a huge following among collectors and was 
a Shepway Business Awards 2008 finalist.

A MAJOR new business coup for 
Maidstone-based WSK Marketing 
Communications has put it on the 
starting grid to do the PR and 
marketing for the MV Agusta 
British Superbike team, run by 
STP Motorsport. 

Helping to put the world-famous motorcy¬ 
cle back on the top step of the podium is just 
part of the challenge because with some 270 
Grand Prix wins and 75 world champi¬ 
onships to its name, the MV Agusta brand is 
almost without equal in its world. 

But, although it is 32 years since the likes 
of Giacomo Agostini, John Surtees and Mike 
Hailwood last rode an MV Agusta in anger on 
the racetrack, the historic Italian marque is 
now making a dramatic return to top-flight 
racing and has entered the British Superbike 
Championship. 

As a relatively low-volume maker of motor¬ 
cycles when compared with Japanese rivals, 
MV Agusta is unable to support the team 
financially, so US-rooted Team STP 
Motorsport has asked WSK to raise the 
team’s profile and help find commercial part¬ 
ners as sponsors. 

Jon Strike, STP motorsport’s team princi¬ 
pal, said: ‘WSK came highly recommended to 
us. They have worked closely with the team 
and developed a range of marketing initia¬ 
tives aimed at potential partners. 

“Being a relatively new team we are start¬ 
ing from scratch and the speed at which they 
have got to grips with the way we work has 
been impressive to say the least.” 

And Nigel Jones, director of WSK, said: “As 
a motorcyclist myself, I appreciate the signif¬ 
icance of the return of MV Agusta to racing at 
this level of competition. The British 
Superbike Championship is recognised as 
one of the major racing series in the world 


and to be involved in that with MV Agusta 
and STP Motorsport is a privilege.” 

The level of sponsorship could vary from, 
for example, about £5,000 for the company 
name to go on the bike and some hospitality 
rights to, say, £100,000 to £150,000 which 
could give a company the full-blown team 
title name. Anything in between would be 
pro-rata. 

Mr Jones said: “While gaining exposure for 
the team is our main role, we also want to 
introduce commercial partners who can ben¬ 
efit from the high profile that motorcycle rac¬ 
ing, and the live television coverage, can 


bring. The chance to bring clients to watch 
racing at this level and see behind the scenes 
should be of interest to a lot of companies. It 
is a great opportunity for networking.” 

WSK will work closely with Warwick 
Nowland, a two-time world endurance motor¬ 
cycle champion, who has been drafted in as 
team manager. 

The team will be at Brands Hatch this 
weekend for the re-running of the postponed 
round of the British Superbike 
Championship.

SOME buy-to-let landlords may feel it is 
time to hand the keys back to the bank 
with house prices and rental income 
falling and credit tightening - but don’t 
do it unless you have to, according to the 
experts. 

Letting and property management agency Ashton 
Burkinshaw says many experts agree that there’s a 
difficult ride ahead, but there is disagreement as to 
whether buy-to-let will drag the rest of the market 
down, which the doom merchants me predicting. 

The firm said: “Many analysts argue that most 
investors will hang on to their portfolios. They point 
out that even if prices fall by six per cent over the next 
18 months, investors who bought in 2002 would still 
be sitting on a gain of 50 per cent. 

“Other optimists point out that the withdrawal of 
mortgages over 75 per cent for first-time buyers 
means that many people will be forced to rent. 

“And with demographic factors influencing activity 
and growth in the lettings sector, it is predicted the 
buy-to-let mmket should dip but not crash.”

You may also get more relief if 
you remortgage your BtL property if you me able to. 

Shop around for the best mortgage deals and decide 
whether it would be best to have one with percentage 
fees or high fixed rates. 

Look out for a bargain. Falling property prices in 
some meas have resulted in lower than mmket val¬ 
ues, particularly on repossessed properties. 

Get rid of underperforming assets. Be ruthless and 
sell any property that is not performing well. One 
advantage is that you may save on capital gains tax 
since the new 18 per cent flat rate was introduced.

RURAL shopkeepers are in 
the news this week as for 
the first time for many 
years there’s a competition 
to find the Kent Rural 
Community Retailer of the 
Year - with the nation’s 
biggest small business 
interest group warning that 
rural retailers continue to 
be under threat. 

The 2008 retailer competition is 
being run by Kent Action for Rural 
Retailers (KARR) which is part of 
Action with Communities in Rural 
Kent. The aim is to raise the profile of 
village shops, post offices or farm 
shops both to local communities and 
at county and regional level. 

Sean Carter, rural retail advisor, 
said: “This is not about being the 
biggest or smartest retailer but about 
being part of the community. 

“Naturally there are minimum 
hygiene standards and any shop that 
doesn’t meet this standard will have 
less of a chance of winning than 
those with a high standard. 

“However, we are trying to create a 


level playing field where all appli¬ 
cants have a chance to win.” 

During this month a shortlist will 
be drawn up and in July judges from 
KARR will visit the six shops which 
have been shortlisted. 

On Monday, September 1, there 
will be a finals night, to be held 
alongside the Village of the Year com¬ 
petition. 

This is already an established 
event and is covered by Radio Kent 
and other media. The winner will get 
a prize plus a great deal of publicity. 
There will also be prizes for runners- 
up. 

Meantime, the Federation of Small 
Businesses (FSB) which has many 
members in Kent, said small, inde¬ 
pendent shops have been let down by 
the Competition Commission in its 
inquiry into the grocery sector. 

It said that despite a committee of 
MPs estimating that 2,000 small 
shops are going out of business each 
year, the commission had failed to 
come up with any answers that 
would halt the decline. 

Throughout the two-year investi¬ 
gation, says the FSB, it has been dis¬ 
mayed that the commission failed to 
consider the impact of supermarkets 
on independent retailing. 

So the FSB has set up its wide- 
ranging Keep Trade Local campaign 
to raise awareness of the value that 
small, independent retailers provide 


to consumers. 

This includes local products, more 
personal service and speciality goods 
not available in supermarkets. 

Andrew Aves, its Kent and 
Medway regional organiser, said: 
“During the course of three investi¬ 
gations in seven years the commis¬ 
sion has consistently failed to under¬ 
stand the value to consumers of 
small independent shops. This latest 
inquiry has again missed the point. 

“The remit of this inquiry was far 
too narrow. Supermarkets are forcing 
small shops out of business in many 
areas of retailing, not just groceries. 

“Important issues such as the trav¬ 
esty of almost limitless free parking 
at out-of-town superstores while 
independent high street shops face 
ever-more stringent parking restric¬ 
tions were not even considered. 

“People up and down the county 
can see that we are losing our small 
shops, but this report does little to 
solve the problem. 

“We are in danger of sleepwalking 
into the death of our high streets. The 
FSB has been left with no alternative 
but to campaign across the country 
and raise political awareness. It is 
now up to our elected representatives 
to step in and prevent disaster.”

Shoppers can find a 
farmers’ market with 
the dick of a mouse 


PEOPLE wanting to shop at farmers’ 
markets across Kent now have 
access to a website with all the 
details they need: www.kentfarmers- 
markets.org.uk 

It comes from the newly-launched 
Kent Farmers’ Market Association, 
whose chairman Benjamin Dent 
said: ‘We wanted to make it easier to 
shop at the markets so we have 
begun by pulling together details of 
everyone’s nearest markets.” 

The association is an initiative of 
the managers of the county’s 33 
farmers’ markets. Mostly run by vol¬ 
unteers, there are already nearly 900 
markets a year. 

Mr Dent said: “The major trend in 
food shopping is about wanting prod¬ 
ucts which are healthier, greener and 
fairly traded. 

“At farmers’ markets, shoppers can 


buy fresh, quality, local products 
direct from the producer. 

‘You are supporting the environ¬ 
ment, animal welfare and Kent’s 
economy and countryside, too.” 

The launch was held at Shipboume 
Farmers’ Market, which was a final¬ 
ist in the Best Farmers’ Market cate¬ 
gory of this year’s Radio 4 Food and 
Farming Awards. 

Association vice-chairman Bob 
Taylor, who manages the Shipboume 
Farmers’ Market, said: “Our markets 
offer good value. 

“Since products are bought direct, 
there are no middlemen, sharehold¬ 
ers or distribution costs. Locally pro¬ 
duced food sold at farmers’ markets 
is usually cheaper, certainly fresher 
and often better quality.” 

Mr Dent, who also manages 
Penshurst Farmers’ Market, added: 


“While I am delighted to see the 
increased sales in Fair Trade prod¬ 
ucts, we need to get a fair deal for 
Kent’s farmers, too, and farmers’ 
markets and farm shops do just that. 

“A profitable farming industry 
offers the best protection for the 
countryside.” 

The association is now the largest 
county grouping of farmers’ markets 
in the UK. 

The website has a diary page which 
can send automatic email reminders 
about shoppers’ nearest markets and 
also includes advice on which foods 
are in season, as well as listing spe¬ 
cial events and other news 

You can find farmers’ markets from 
somewhere rural without a shop, for 
example, Egerton (10 stalls, weekly), 
to large town/city centres, for exam¬ 
ple, Rochester (30 stalls, monthly).

U QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


When the Government created Home Information Packs (HIPs) the aim 
was to speed up the house-buying process. Now, according to Gullands, 
one of the county's leading solicitors, almost everyone outside 
Government circles considers HIPs an expensive waste of time that 
lengthens the process rather than speeding it up. 

Stephen Tomlinson, the senior partner, leads the firm's residential con¬ 
veyancing department and also provides HIPs documents. What is a 
HIP and is it of any value? Richard Parsons, KOS Media's business pub¬ 
lisher, asked Stephen what he thought. 



Q What is a HIP? 

A A HIP is a legal document and now 
forms the initial step in the whole legal 
process of selling your home. 

It is a collection of various pieces of infor¬ 
mation about your property mostly legal in 
nature, which tells the buyer more about the 
property It contains a copy of the home’s 
title deeds, local searches and a drainage 
search. 

It also contains an Energy Performance 
Certificate (EPC) which gives the home a 
rating between A-G, similar to the ratings of 
most kitchen appliances. A HIP has to be 
available before a property is marketed. 


Q Who provides a HIP? 

A Because of the legal nature of a HIP, we 
in the legal profession feel it is vitally 
important that your solicitor provides it for 
you. As estate agents are normally the first 
port of call for anyone wishing to sell their 
home, they will offer to provide the service. 

They will also offer to arrange the con¬ 
veyancing of the property. People should 
appreciate that they still have the choice to 
instruct their own conveyancer to handle 
the most important financial transaction of 
their lives. 


to handle the production of HIPs 
for them. 

I convened a meeting of 
Maidstone solicitors and we are 
now working on an awareness 
campaign aimed at making sure 
that home sellers realise that they 
can be represented by a lawyer of 
their own choosing and are aware 
that solicitors can produce the 
HIP and EPC. 

Some larger estate agents rec¬ 
ommend clients to use “con¬ 
veyancing factories”, often situat¬ 
ed at the other end of the country. 

It can be the case that when an 
agent refers a potential client to 
the “factory”, a commission is 
paid, so it becomes a money-mak¬ 
ing exercise for the agent. 

We want to make sure that our 
clients are fully aware of this. 
They need to know that HIPs are 
not the sole prerogative of estate 
agents. 

They can be produced by solici¬ 
tors and at a very competitive 
cost. When you deal with a solici¬ 
tor, you meet and know the person 
who is responsible for your con¬ 


veyancing and production of a 
HIP. When your business is han¬ 
dled by a ‘factory’ your case is 
‘computerised’ and it is like deal¬ 
ing with a call centre. 

A team handles your transac¬ 
tion as well as hundreds of others, 
instead of a dedicated person and 
the persons dealing with the day- 
to-day work do not necessarily 
even have legal qualifications. 

Q Does the seller hold the 
HIP? 

At Gullands we provide the 
seller with the HIP which can 
be transmitted electronically ini¬ 
tially, followed by a CD-Rom and a 
hard copy, if required. Your estate 
agent will have a copy which can 
then be made available to inter¬ 
ested buyers. 

Q How long does a HIP 
remain an effective legal 
document? 

It is effective for one year (sub¬ 
ject to certain exceptions). 

Q/Zou; much does a HIP cost? 


The cost varies, but at Gullands, 
we charge £289.08 for a three- 
bedroom house, £312.58 for a four- 
bedroom house and £336.08 for a 
five-bedroom house. 

Beware of estate agents who 
claim to offer free HIPs. Remember, 
there is no such thing as a free 
lunch. Also, if you change agents 
you may have to have a new HIP. 

QAre HIPs here for ever more? 

It remains to be seen. We know 
that the Conservatives have 


indicated they will get rid of them if 
they form the next government. 

The Law Society, National 
Association of Estate Agents and 
Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors have all stated they are 
a waste of time and money, and 
early indications are that very few 
people ask for them, read them, or 
rely upon them or have any inter¬ 
est in them. 

It is just an extra step in the 
house-buying process and it most 
definitely does not speed up the 
transaction. 



Q But isn’t letting an estate agent han¬ 
dle it all a cheaper option? 

A Not necessarily so. In fact, Gullands are 
already employed by some estate agents

A LEADING Kent commercial 
property expert says the last 
Budget has delivered another 
blow to the industry. 

Will Hinckley, of Humberts commercial 
team in Canterbury, says the end to unlim¬ 
ited rate relief on empty industrial proper¬ 
ty and changes to reliefs on other forms of 
commercial property was already set to be 
a blow. 

But the Government is now introducing 
the measure six months ahead of schedule. 
He said: “The Government has packaged 
this as a measure to ‘encourage empty 
properties back into use’, but the removal 
of empty rate relief has been denounced as 
a counter-productive pipe dream and 
another stealth tax. 

“Instead of the clock ticking on empty 
properties from April 1 - so the removal of 
the relief would become effective on Octo¬ 
ber 1 - the Government has confirmed 
that industrial properties which have 
already been empty for six months or 
shops and offices for three months will be

hit with their rate bills immediately from 
April 1.” 

Ambiguities and lack of clarification had 
led to the belief that the clock would have 
reset on April 1, the date the legislation 
comes into force, he said. 

“For an already troubled industry, this is 
a serious blow, particularly to landlords 
already struggling to manage the financial 
burden of empty premises. 

“The British Property Federation had 
warned the industry to budget for a £1 bil¬ 
lion tax hit, and this will now be felt six 
months early.” 

He says the industry lobby has argued 
long and hard that the Government’s belief 
that reducing tax relief will encourage 
landlords to market empty premises and 
drive them back into use is misplaced. 

The legislation will also have a signifi¬ 
cant impact on new speculative develop¬ 
ment as developers will be unwilling to 
build new office and industrial buildings 
until they have secured a purchaser or ten¬ 
ant for fear of having to pay rates on empty 
buildings. 

“Only time will tell what the impact will 
be on local commercial property stock, but 
landlords will need to become much more 
flexible,” said Mr Hinckley. 

“They will need to look at every means 
available to keep properties occupied and 
short-term lettings will potentially assist 
in creating three-month empty rate relief 
periods.

A RECENT report by the Office 
for National Statistics on pension 
trends contains some concerning 
data.

In a 24-year county career, he took 1,951 
wickets for Kent, making him the third most 
successful bowler in the club’s history.

He said: “Long hops and full tosses were not 
so much few and far between when he was 
bowling as almost unknown.

A PREMONITION he would win 
the race after a mistake that saw 
him drop down to 13th spot, came 
true for Kent rider Shane ‘Shake/

The 32-year-old secured a double victory in 
two epic battles at Oulton Park last weekend 
to top the British Superbike Championship 
by 39 points after just two rounds. 

He now moves on to the rescheduled 
Brands Hatch round this weekend, after 
heavy snow in April forced the meeting to be 
abandoned. 

Just six days ago, Byrne produced one of 
the rides of his career at Oulton Park after an 
uncharacteristic mistake saw him slip down 
to 13th. 

However, after a string of fast lap times, he 
regained the lead within eight laps after the 
two leaders, Leon Haslam and Tom Sykes, 
collided at the chicane. 

Byrne said: “I was a bit miffed with myself 
for making that mistake because it was an 
easy one really, I should not have let happen. 
I got my head down and said to myself, ‘Let’s 
get going’, because I knew the riders were

getting away and I did not want to be left 
behind. 

“After that I set the fastest lap I had done 
all weekend and just got in a really good 
rhythm. I thought, ‘Theyre not really getting 
away, I can catch them up.’ 

“Despite the riders falling, I definitely had 
the pace to overtake and it would only have 
taken me another lap, I reckon. 

“As I was riding round I had a premonition 
that a couple of the riders would take each 
other out and I would come through to win 


the race. It felt pretty strange when I crossed 
the line first.” 

The Sheppey rider has a commanding lead 
in the championship going into the Brands 
Hatch meeting after three wins out of four 
races. 

The Airwaves Ducati racer already has 
pole position for both races today, as he was 
fastest in the qualifying round in April. 
Byrne is now determined to give his home 
crowd a weekend to remember. 

He said: “At the moment, victories are all I 
am thinking about. I have seen how easy it is 
to make mistakes so am focusing on getting 
points. 

“It will be fantastic to do the double at 
Brands, which is my home round. I am start¬ 
ing from pole, so I do not have to worry about 
qualifying and will do whatever it takes to 
win. 

“We were very quick the first time we were 
there, I just hope we have improved and the 
weather stays fine.” 

Kent will also be represented by Ashford 
bom rider Leon Camier, who is feeling confi¬ 
dent after two podium finishes last time out, 
and Maidstone’s Scott Smart on the Hawk 
Kawasaki. 



‘Fleet have put us on football map’ 



EBBSFLEET United’s appearance in the FA Trophy 
final at Wembley put the club and the area on the map, 
according to Kent FA chief Barry Bright.

to bounce right back 


Positive thinking will beat relegation blues

GILLINGHAM’S relegation into 
League Two will not pose the club 
any large financial problems, 
according to the club’s new chief 
executive Mark Jones. 

Defeat at Leeds last weekend ended a miser¬ 
able season for Gills and finally condemned 
them to the fourth tier of English football for 
the first time in 13 seasons. 

Playing in the basement division, they now 
face games against unglamorous sides such as 
Morecambe and Accrington Stanley 

As a League Two side, Gills will receive less 
money from the Football League and are less 
likely to have games televised, a lucrative 
source of income. But Jones, who began his 
new role last month, told Kent on Sunday he 
believes the club will not suffer financially. 

He said: “There is a small difference in going 
from League One to League Two in terms of 
the income from the league. It’s not that big 
and I feel we will be able to get there with big¬ 
ger gates and a stronger playing side which 
will help us next year. 

“I think we will be near the top end of 
League Two - if not win it. I think if we are 
playing well and success is what we are up to, 
then people will want to see a winning side,

they prefer it and I think we will get back to 
where we should be.” 

Jones has around 20 years’ experience in the 
commercial side of sport, including stints at 
Coventry City and Lingfield Park racecourse. 
He has taken on the day-to-day running of 
Gills’ business operations, giving chairman 
Paul Scally time to find investors for the club’s 
new stadium plans from his base in Dubai. 

Decisions on transfers and contracts on the 
playing side will still be handled by Scally. 

While Jones insists financially the club could 
sustain a prolonged spell in League Two, he 
believes for the sake of the fans it is impera¬ 


tive they bounce straight back. He said: “It’s 
important as the main Kent-based club that 
we can do that, it should be an ambition. We 
were very close this year and I think it’s 
important for everyone to get behind the team 
and for us to play well. If we could bounce back 
that would be tremendous.” 

Jones is overseeing a restructuring process 
within the club to make it more efficient and 
profitable, but is clear that relegation will not 
lead to job losses. 

He already has plans to raise extra income 
by starting a club lottery and is looking at 
ways to bolster the club’s merchandising arm. 

The Gills’ megastore can be quiet during the 
week with little passing trade. To solve this 
Jones is exploring ways to get the products out 
to a broader market, including the possibility 
of new stores elsewhere or a mobile shop. 

Despite the failure on the pitch last season, 
he is excited about the future. 

He said: “I have worked in bigger clubs in 
bigger conurbations but I think the potential 
here is enormous. I think there is an opportu¬ 
nity now to go to a new venue and build a big¬ 
ger business than what is already built today. 

“That’s what is now required and now we 
have to get back into League One and then the 
Championship, which is really where we 
should be.”

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Clewlow hopes for 
an Olympic upset 


CANTERBURY hockey star Mel 
Clewlow believes Great Britain will rel¬ 
ish their underdog status when they 
compete at the Beijing Olympics. 

The draw for the tournament was 
made this week, with Britain in a tough 
group alongside defending champions 
Germany and Argentina, who are 
ranked number two in the world. 

Japan, New Zealand and the United 
States complete the six-team pool. 

Britain are the third-lowest ranked 
team in the tournament but Clewlow, 
who played at Sydney 2000 in their last 
Olympic appearance, believes the draw 
gives the team a chance to exceed expec¬ 
tations. 

She told Kent on Sunday: “The old 
cliche is it doesn’t matter about the 
draw but personally I’m glad we don’t 
have the Chinese or Koreans in our 
group. Those two will know how to deal 
with the conditions better than anyone. 


“At the moment Britain is slightly 
behind but there’s no reason why we 
can’t go there and surprise a few people. 
The other teams probably think if we 
finish in the top six we will have done 
well but a cheeky 1-0 win out of the blue 
and anything can happen.” 

The team will step up their prepara¬ 
tions with two matches against Argenti¬ 
na in Reading next week before warm¬ 
up tournaments in Ireland and Holland. 

In February they spent a month accli¬ 
matising in Australia. Britain lost all 
five matches against the highly-rated 
Hockeyroos, but Clewlow insists it was a 
valuable trip. 

The 24-woman squad, which also 
includes Clewlow’s club mate Hayley 
Brown, train three times a week at 
Bisham Abbey in Berkshire. 

Former Canterbury coach Danny 
Kerry faces the task of trimming the 
squad down to 16 for the Olympics.

Stimson on 
the look out 
for strikers 

A STRIKER with physical presence tops 
Gillingham boss Mark Stimson’s summer 
transfer wish-list, with several targets 
already lined up. 

Forwards Leroy Griffiths and Georges Ba 
were among a group of six players who 
were told their contracts would not be 
renewed this week, leaving the squad light 
up front. 

Simeon Jackson, a £150,000 January 
signing, is expected to be a first team regu¬ 
lar in League Two next term but the pacy 
striker needs a partner. 

Stimson said: “I have one or two targets in 
mind. I’m looking for a big striker with 
physical presence ideally.

With his loan deal expired he 
returned to Southend United but Stimson, 
who has made no secret that he is a fan of 
the cultured midfielder, has not ruled out 
bringing him back. 

The 31-year-old is contracted at Roots 
Hall beyond the summer, which makes it 
very difficult for Gills to sign him perma¬ 
nently. However, if Maher continues to 
remain on the sidelines at the Shrimpers, 
there may be a chance to bring him back on 
another loan deal. 


Davis’ high hopes 

BRITISH Rally Championship contender 
Stefan Davis is hoping that joining the 
newly-formed Canary Wharf Rally team 
will bring home the title this year. 

The Maidstone driver was denied the 
Super 1600 title last year after a timing 
error meant he arrived at the final stage of 
the Wales Rally of Great Britain too late, 
and was disqualified.

early retirement from second spot.

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County expects London Paraly mpics 
training boost after Oly mp ics honour

KENT is in line to repeat its suc¬ 
cess of hosting Olympic training 
camps by topping the list when 
the London 2012 Paralympic 
sites are announced this week. 

When the London Organising Committee 
(LOCOG) unveiled a list of 630 venues suit¬ 
able for pre-Olympic camps in March, Kent 
secured more nominations than any other 
county, with 36. 

LOCOG are expected to announce the list 
for the Paralympics in London on Tuesday. 
It will then go into a guide which will be dis¬ 
tributed to all national Olympic associations 
at the Beijing Games this summer. 

The 201 national bodies will use the guide 
to decide where to send their athletes for 
pre-event training camps. 

Paddy Herlihy, south east co-ordinator for 
the 2012 games, believes Kent will again be 
one of the top-rated counties. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “I am confident 
that as a region we will do very well and 
within that the same goes for Kent. 

‘We had almost as many applications as 
with the Olympic training camps. I was very 
pleased that we had several applications 
from venues which only wanted to host 
Paralympic athletes.” 

In an unprecedented move, LOCOG will 
award £25,000 to each association coming to 
the UK for Paralympic training camps. The 
money will be spent on things like hiring 
facilities, transport and accommodation, giv¬ 
ing a boost to the local economy. 

The Paralympics is the second largest 
multi-sport event in the world behind the 
Olympics, with 3,800 athletes from 136 
countries competing across six disability 
classes at the last games in Athens. 

Two athletes from Kent have already 
booked their place for Beijing. 

Swimmer Dervis Konuralp, from 
Dartford, will be competing in his fourth 
games, while 20-year-old table tennis star 
Will Bayley from Tunbridge Wells will be 
making his first appearance. 

Herlihy explained that one of the key pri¬ 
orities for the 2012 games is to increase dis¬ 
abled people’s participation in sport. 

He said: “They are still under-represented 
in sport and much less likely to take part. 
We plan to take the best to the Paralympics.

“You could not do that with the Olympics, 
there is not enough time. But that is not the 
case with the Paralympics. People come 
through and develop much more quickly. 

“There is the unfortunate situation where 
fit and healthy people suddenly become dis¬ 
abled. We intend to find those people. Even 
if they don’t go to the Paralympics, they have 
got active again.” 

The Great Britain team historically does 
well at the Paralympics. They finished sec¬ 
ond in the table at the last two games, win¬ 
ning 94 medals at Athens. Their haul of 35 
golds dwarfed the nine won in the Olympics. 

Alastair McKean, who looks set to appear 
at Beijing in adaptive rowing, is frustrated 
by the low profile disabled sport has, despite 
the success. The Heme Bay Rowing Club 
member is on course to appear at the games 


in the coxed fours alongside Deal’s James 
Morgan. McKean said: “Unfortunately, 
there’s not the same money in disabled 
sport. More money means more publicity 
and events. It would be nice to see the media 
giving it a bit more attention. We win mass¬ 
es of gold medals, but I think the public gen¬ 
erally want to see able-bodied winners.” 

Mike Bishop, manager of disabled sport at 
Kent’s Sport Development Unit, agrees it is 
a problem but believes the gap is narrowing. 

He said: “I don’t think the athletes have 
the profile they deserve, but the media cov¬ 
erage is improving.”
